Are Split 

The qu^tion of placing public 
rest rooms in the resort area 
of Virginia Beach seems to be 
a heated one. And answers to 
(kf .'quMtion are almost split. 

Of those who replied to last 
week's SUN SURVEY question, 
"S|wuid well-m»intained puhlic 
festroohis be proviflfid jit in- 
tervals near the ocean irolili)e- 
tween A^^ic Avenue and the 
boardwalk on malls that would 
close some of the present 
streets?", 53 per cent said 
"Yes", and 47 per cent said 
"No." 

Those who favor the pro- 
posal insisted that the facilities 
would have to be policed and 
cleaned regularly . Many who 
agree were city residents who 
stated they would find this a 
good proposal since they only 
visit the beach for a few hours, 
not to stay in some form of 
lodging where a rest room is 
available. A large number of 
permanent residents of the 
resort area noted thay they had 
favored the rest roomsfor many 

years. 

Those in opposition cite un- 
desirables who they say would 
collect, the odor, noise, re- 
duction in property values 
nearby and a variety of other 
reasons. Many who oppose say 
they are innkeepers, but that 
they don't approve of trans- 
ients using facilities in their 
hotels or motels either. One 
reader suggested on centrally- 
located large rest room facile 
ity, but did not say where. 

While the public opinion poll 
does not profess to represent 
the thinking for all residents 
of Virginia Beach, it does rep- 
reserrt a cross section of those 
who took time to clip it and 
return it to us.

A number of other candidates

Darden has reques- 
ted an answer from city Dem- 
ocratic Committee Chairman 
Owen Pickett on the question 
of whether there will be a 
Democratic primary in the 
spring. There has been con- 
siderable talk' that the prim- 
ary would be done away with, 
and several present Council- 
men are said to support that 
measure which would make the 
city's Councilmatic election a 
non-partisan one, as is done 
in several other cities in Vir- 



ginia, including Norfolk and 
Richmond. 

Darden said he favors the 
primary, but noted he is aware 
of opposition. Pickett has said 
the decision will be made at a 
meeting within the next ten 
days or so. 

At the same time. Republi- 
cans, still flushed from their 
victory in November, are 
gathering candidates for either 
a primary or a mass meeting, 
depending on what action the 
Democrats take. City GOP 
Chairman E. L. Johnson said 
he is in favor of maintaining 
party labels, and that the GOP 
in Virginia Beach will make 
its decision on Dec. 9. 

Pickett indicated that the 
Democrats feel that the same 
principles apply in a Council 
election as in any other, but 
that after the election is over, 
Counciimen should serve on a 
non-partisan basis.

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City Opposes Tax 



Reaction in Virginia Beach to 
the upholding of the Richmond 
job tax of $12 a year by the 
State Supreme Court of Apeals 
has been swift and unanimously 
in opposition. 

Delegate-elect Richard Guy 
said he would introduce legis- 
lation in the 1970 session of the 
Virginia General Assembly 
specifically opposing such a 
job tax. ' 

The state high court upheld 
the new tax to be assessed on 
all persons employed in Rich- 
mond, regardless of whether 
they live in the city or in the 
surrounding counties. The court 
said tills differed from a payroll 
tax, since everyone except those 
who cucrently t)ay business or 
prirfffislonal licenses will havn 
to pay, regardless of residence. 
It also exempts those who make 
less than $3,100 a year. 

Guy said the nj^me is not the 
same, but that state law now 
. forbids a payroll tax, which has 
received a fair amount of play 
recently, particularly in Nor- 
folk. A payroll tax would tax 
those living outside the city 
limits but working in a given 
city. The Norfolk proposal 
would return a portion of that 
tax to the residence locality. 
Virginia Beach has been long 
an opponent of a payroll tax. 

Several Counciimen said the 
Richmond decision would "cer- 
tainly open the door" to Norfolk 
or others levying it. They see 
it as a threat to real areawide 
cooperation. Others said it 
appears entirely unfair to them. 

Guy noted his surprise at 
the court decision, and said his 
intention would be to

Vice Mayor Robert C romwell, 
Jr. will b^ investigated at his 
own request. Cromwell asked 
for and received the investiga- 
tion by the Commonwealth's 
Attorney after charges of con- 
flict of iitterest were hurled 
at Cromwell in open Council 
meeting a week ago. 

Andre Evans, Common- 
wealths Attorney, said his office 
will make the findings public 
as soon as he receives them, 
Evans has concurred in this 
also. 

At the Nov. 24 City Council 
meeting Cromwell took a strong 
stand against a zoning change 
and use permit for a new gas 
station in the Robbins Corner 
area. His former law partner, 
Garland Layton, representing 
business and professional men 
In the area, said that Cromwell 
owned an Interest In adjacent 
property to the one in question, 
and said it was conflict of 
Interest. 

Although the owner of the 
adjacent property denied this 
later, as did Cromwell, the 
vice mayor said he considered 
this a serious charge, and said 
that he, his family and City 
Council hadbeenembarassedby 
the statement. 

At that meeting Cromwell 
asked Layton to come forward 
with any information he had, 
but Monday Cromwell added 
that Layton had not done so. 

Cromwell added that he con- 

-—sldered the pr<^ the best way 

of clearing the air In the matter. 

"I think the people of Virginia 
Beach are entitled to more than 
what I have resolved in my 
own mind," said Cromwell. "If 

geople don't agree with me, 
ley can say Pm crasyj^lwyi 
doii't iml them to accuse me 
of a crime." 

The vice mayor also said he 
had no quarrel with news media, 
which reported the charge, but 
he said he hoped the Evans, 
report will also be publicized.* 
Several Counciimen comm- 
ended Cromwell for his actira 
In calling for the full report. 
No deadline has been set for the 
results to be delivered to Coun- 
cil, but Evans said his office 
will finish it as soon as possible. 



Backs Lonesome Bid 



Virginia Beach City Council 
Monday made its decision on the 
dredging of the sand trap at 
Rudee Inlet and advised the Ero- 
sion Commission it would re- 
commend that the commission 
accept the lone bid for the job. 
Initially a letter from the 
Erosion Commission was read 
at Council Monday explaining 
the $166,000 bid for the dredg- 
ing job by Higgerson-Buchanan 
Inc. of Chesapeake. Since the 
bid was about $66,000 higher 
than Council had been led to be- 
lieve it would be by project 
engineer L. Dean Curtis, Coun- 
cil wanted more information. 
An urgent call to the consult- 
ing firm of Langley, McDonald 
& Overman brought l)oth George 
Langley, confcultlng engineer 
for the Rudee Inlet Authority 
and Joseph McdDonald, consult- 
ing engineer for the Virginia 
Beach Erosion Commission to 
Council's conference room to 
clear up all mysteries. 

Neither Langley nor McDon- 
ald could say where tiie original 
$100,000 estimate bad come 
from, but said that $1 a yard for 
the 100,000 cubic yards of mat- 
erial was reasonable. Langley 
suggested tills may not have 
taken into consideration the set- 
ting up and tearing of equipment 
to handle the job. 

McDonald said the cost may 
have been increased because of 
the unfavorable weather condit- 
ions this time of year tiiat make 
it more hazardous to keep 
equipment on the job In the 
ocean. Both engineers said they 
ffelt the winter conditions also 
affect the number of \Ms re- 
eelvid. They said they kn«r of 
at i&sl one otiier eempany 
wWch had picked up specific- 
ations, iHit did not bid for that 
res^on. The only other bid re- 
ceived was not complete, tt 
merely offered dredge equip- 
ment for lease, McDonald said. 
Langley said that once the 
sand trap is. cleared to its in- 
tended 18 -foot depth, ttien sur- 
veys can be made to determine 
how often it will have to be 
dredged as sand from the 
channel drifts into it. McDon- 



ald reiterated an earlier state-' 
ment that the Erosion Comm- 
ission could most likely main- 
tain the channel and the trap 
once it had been cleared init- 
ially. 

Langley added that at pre- 
sent all is theorv based on 
sound engineering practices, 
but until the complete job is 
done once, no one will know 
for sure just what will happ- 
en. He suggested that one of 
the jetties may also have to be 
lengthened, as had to be done 
at the only other sand trap 
inlet on the east coast.

They did not seem to mind 
the brisk temperatures, the 
loud music or the heavy comple- 
ment of regular, auxiliary and 
private police on hand. 

There were a few problems, 
however. Police received about 
50 complaints from nearly res- 
idents of the area at)out the noise 
and several times asked that the 
sound be regulated. It was. One 
man, nursery owner C. J. 
Hayes, appeared at an informal 
meeting of City Council Monday 
morning, to complain again. He 
said his home is about 1,000 feet 



away from the drive-in fence 
and that the sound pervaded over 
all else Thanksgiving afternoon. 

"We couldn't even hear the 
sound from the television on the 
football games, "he said. "I 
really felt sorry for the people 
who lived closer, like those in 
Hilltop Manor." 

Other complaints came from 
some of the patrons themselves. 
The inside of the theater was 
full, and cars had to be parked 
outside. They were parked along 
feeder roads,on vacant land and 
in apartment projects as much 
as two miles away. Some seven 
were towed away, although no 
restriction signs were erected. 
One youngster said he had to 
pay Uie $20 towing biU. A police 
spokesman said no one was fined 
for iilfgal parking and that only 
those cars actually impending 
traffic were towed away. 

Advertisement for the festi- 
val stated a $3 admission price 
per person. But a charge of $4 
a head was levied at the door.

Work was completed this past 
week on Independence Blvd. and 
the four lane arterial was open- 
ed to traffic from the inter- 
section of Bonney Road and the 
Virginia Beach - Norfolk Ex- 
pressway to Shore Drive at the 
location of gate five of the Little 
Creek Naval Amphibious Base. 

Mofe than three years was 
involved in construction of the 
4.93 mile road way which con- 
sists of two lances northward 
twund and two lanes south, 
seperated by a divider median. 
The road represents a total con- 
tract cost of some $4,645,295. 
Of this figure some $180,000 was 
borne by the state for tliat por- 
tion from Bonney Road to Vir- 
ginia Beach Blvd. as a phase 
of the Expressway. 

The remaining cost was shar- 
ed by tile federal government, 
the State of Virginia, and tiie 
city of Virginia Beach. This 
Involved the financing of the 
Boulevard from Virginia Beach 
Blvd. to Shore Drive. The city's 
share of this cost amounted to 
some $669,695. 

The Navy has widened the 



Gate Five entrance to the Naval 
Base and relocated the gate's 
sentry house to better facilitate 
the increased traffic load at 
that point. 

Presently the only point of 
traffic stoppage Virginia Beach 
Blvd, intersection where traffic 
is controlled by signal lights.

The long-awaited redistrict- 
ing of Virginia Beach voting 
precincts is about to begin, 
according to election lx)ard 
chairman John James. Six pre- 
cincts, the city's largest, will 
be affected, swelling Uie tot^ 
from 26 to 34. 

James said he hoped to have 
all the details ironed out for 
Council approval in January, 
so that changes can be effected 
by April, in the event a Coun- 
cilmaUc primary is held at that 
time. That decision has not 
yet been made by either party 
but is expected shortly. 

As early as a year ago James 
informed Council that state law 
calls for splitting precincts 
when more than 1,500 voters 
are registered. Although tiie 
city purchased a number of 
new voting machines, the heavy 
turnout in the presidential 
election last year resulted in 
long lines at ttie largest pre- 
cincts. James said the splittii^ 
now will not require tiie pur- 
chase of any new machine 
initially. 

At an informal session of City 
Council M(mday assistant City 
Manager David Norman read a 
copy of James' letter to Plami- 
ing Director Patrick Standii^ 
asking help witii the redlstrid- 
ing and to make the number 
of vcrters Ui each precinct abcMit 
the same. 

James also pointed out that 
consider^on should be givai 
to location of pollii^ places, 
often a problem in tiie past.

Phone Service Discontinued 



Monday marked the end of a 
telephone service which the U. 
S. Coast Guard maintained for 
the last 20 years along the 
Virginia Beach coastline. . 

The service consisted of nine 
telephone stations as far south 
as the North Carolina Outer 
Banks, and provided a direct 
link with a Coast Guard tel- 
ephone svdtchboard in Virginia 
Beach. In addition to connect- 
ing with the switchboard, the 
service also permitted direct 
communication between the in- 
dividual stations. 

A spokesman at the Fifth 
Coast Guard District Headquar^— 
ters in Portsmouth, said that 
altbough these individual sta^ 
tions no longer provide a 
direct link with the Coast 
Guard, the phone line is still 
in 'service to provide direct 
communication between indi- 
vidual stations. 

Coast Guard officials also told 
the SUN that a two way radio 
was installed Monday in the 
Corolla Post Office which will 
provide direct radio contact 
with the Pungo Coast Guard 
radio station in Virginia and

The next meeting of the 12 
representatives of the four soutti 
Tidewater cities discussing Qie 
possibility of consolidation of 
thoses cities will take place 
.at Virginia Beach City Hall 
on Wednesday, Jan. 7. 

At ttiat time the city managers 
of Virginia Beach, Chesapeake, 
Portsmouth and Norfolk will re- 
port to the other eight members 
of the committee on their efforts 
to secure a quaified consultant to 
study merger proposals. 

The managers were Instructed 
to do so and to determine the cost 
of the study, most likely to be 
borne by all four cities equally, 
if and when a consulting firm is 
found. 

The study would consider first 
the feasibility of merger, then 
other avenues of areawide co- 
operation. The mayors of the four 
cities, the managers and the 
Councilmen r^resentatives all 
admit they do not know if merger 
will work, but feel that the initial 
talks are at least a starting point, 
accordiuR to Councilman Lawr- 
ence Marshall, Virginia Beach's 
third representative.

A Virginia Beach moyie thea- 
tre manager has defended the 
scope of motion picutres today 
in a speech to a meeting of 
members of the Temple Israel, 
congregation in Norfolk. 

At the same time, James R. 
Wannall, Jr., manager of the 
Princess Theatre on Virginia 
Beach Blvd., noted that the 
present movie rating system 
may leave somthing to be de- 
sired. 

Wannall said that the movie 
companies are producing films 
for the largest audiences. He 
^aid that 48 per cent of all 
moviegoers in America are be- 
tween the ages of 16 and 24; 
17 per cent under 16; 21 per 
cent between 25 and 40; and 
only 14 per cent over 40. 

He added that the largest 
audience is the "educated 
young", which is demanding 
the new kind of film with more 
candor and more realism. 



He suggested to the large 
number of parents at the meet- 
ing they should attempt to 
"bridge the generation gap" 
by going with their sons and 
dau^ters to see the new films. 
He said perhaps they might then 
realize more fully the changes 
in customs and moral sense of 
the community over the past 
25 years. 

Wannall added that re-exam- 
ination of the present rating 
system of films shows that both 
serious works and "exercises 
in pornography" are both often 
rated "X", "bringing discredit 
to the whole rating system." 

He said he expected a mod- 
ification of the system, reserv- 
ing the "X" for pictures "out- 
side the pale." He also sugg- 
ested the possibility of only two 
ratings in the future-"G" for 
general audiences and "R" for 
restricted audiences, letting 
parents decide.

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New Gun Law Sought 



A recent increase In illegal 
sale of guns and thefts of guns 
during burglaries has prompted 
Capt. R. C. Davis, Vlr^nia 
Beach Police Detective Division 
CO., to seek additional legis- 
lation to cope with illegal gun 
trafficing in the resort city. 

Davis said he has requested 
enactment of a law which would 
make it Illegal to alter or re- 
move the serial number from 
any gun. He points out this 
procedure is used frequently 
after theft of a gun by persons 
who hope to sell the wes^wn, 
or in a number of cases in- 



tend to use the weapon in comm- 
ission of a ci'ime. 

Federal gun control laws 
make it mandatory for gun maur 
ufactures to make each weapon 
with an identifying serial num- 
ber as well as importers of 
guns manufactured in foreign 
countries to stamp each weapon 
with a serial number prior 
to it's being sold. However, 
the law does not contain any 
provision regarding the poss- 
ession of a weapon with altered 
serial numbers except when the 
weapon has become Involved 
in an Incidence of interstate 
travel.

Tax Forms 
Sent Early 

About three million 1969 
Federal income tax forms for 
America's farmers and fisher- 
men were sent to them around 
Dec. 1, a month earlier than 
usual, the Internal Revenue 
Service announced today. All 
other taxpayers will receive 
their packages about Jan. 1. 

A first for Internal Revenue, 
the early mailing Is an attempt 
to assist the farmers and fish- 
ermen in taking advantage of 
options open to them in filing 
returns 9bA paying their tax, 
IRS officials said. 

Estimated tax forms, in a 
separate package, will reach 
farmers and fishermen about 
the same date. In previous 
years, the estimated tax forms 
were Included in the income 
tax packages. 

Farmers and fishermen have 
a choice of filing dates: they 
may elect to file and pay in 
full an estimated tax declara- 
tion by Jan. 15, 1970, and file 
an Income tax return by the 
April 15 deadline; or they may 
elect to file only an Income 
tax return by Feb. 16 and pay 
the tax due with the return. 
Like the other 77 million 
taxpayers esqiected to file tax 
returns for 1969, farmers and 
fishermen will be using the 
new income tax Form 1040. 
The Form, which r^laces 
both the old Form 1040 and the 
1040A, is a one-page, basic 
form to which separate sche- 
dules can be added to cover 
any tax situation. 



Davis says he has requested 
Commonwealth's Attorney 
Andre Evans to take proper 
steps for the enactment of a 
State statute, or city ordinance,

In his request to Evans, Davis 
pointed out that "a firearm is 
seldom ignored by a thief or 
burglar when the opportunity 
presents itself, and in a good 
many cases we can assume that 
the stolen weapon will be used 
in criminal activity or at least 
fall into the hands of a person 
forbidden by law to legally pur- 
chase a weapon." 

Davis pointed out that the 
altering of a weapon's serial 
number in many ihstances pre- 
vents the police from locating 
the rightful owner, and that the 
law he is requesting would be 
another means of assisting a 
legal gun owner "who has been 
deprived of his property." 

He e5q?anded on this point by 
saying, "We have a large traf- 
fic of firearms all around us. 
We are not concerned with the 
legal trafficing of guns, but we 
want a better opportunity to halt 
the illegal fire arms traffic." 
Evans has replied to Davis' 
request by indicating that per- 
haps the best solution to the 
problem would be the enactment 
of stage legislation to cover the 
matter, and that he hopes to have 
such a legislative proposal 
drafted in time to present to 
the General Assembly when it 
convenes in January.

All those involved are to be 
commended on the handling of 
the' sandy problem at Rudee 
Inlet. Since the dredging of the 
sand trap once and for all is 
of prime Importance to the 
future of the entire project 
and indeed to the future of the 
south end of the beach, we are 
pleased that everyone has moved 
so quickly and with such har- 
monty at last. ■_, 

The urgency of the problem 
may be what created the speed 
and cooperation, but whatever 
did it, it is pleasing to see 
the Erosion Commission, the 
Rudee Inlet Authority, their 
consulting engineers and City 
Council all in agreement. 

By accepting the $166,000 
bid to dredge the trap as soon 
as possible, all concerned will 
finally be able to see if the 
theory will work in practice. 
Surveys can then be under- 
taken to determine how quickly 
the trap will fill up again from 



the channel and how often it 
must be dredged. The city has 
too much invested there to waste 
any more time. 

Not only are the eyes of many 
residents of this city on the 
project and its future, but so 
also are the eyes of many 
potential investors in the rapid 
development of the inlet area 
as a major resort facility. 

Many words, dollars and 
hours have been expended on 
this project, not all to the best 
advantage. It is heartwarming 
at last to see everyone working 
together toward a common goal, 
no matter what the present 
expenditure must be. Regard- 
less it can onJy be a drop in 
the bucket when the potential 
return is fully considered. Now 
by spring we should know just 
where it all stands. 

And if there are still prob- 
lems they too should be over- 
come. The end result will be 
worth it. 






So Far So Good 



Merger is many years away 
for the four south Tidewater 
cities, if it ever cones at all. 
At this point, while attempting 
to keep an open mind on the 
subject, the disadvantages, 
economically and otherwise, 
appear to out^igh the advan- 
tages. 

But talks on the subject can 
do no harm, and can only bring 
future good. The very fact that 
12 men from the four cities, 
all top officials, hove already 
been able to sit down across 
a conference table and talk 
peaceably is a good sign. And 
a full study of such consolida- 
tion, taking into consideration 
others who have done it and 
others who have tried, is cer- 
tainly a logical step.

It is of far greater 
impfortance that all avenues of 
agreement and disagreement be 
examined in exhaustive studies.

be up to the voters anyhow, but 
we commend the leaders of the 
four cities for taking the bold 
steps necessary to initiate real 
discussion. There is no doubt 
that the cities have many pro- 
blems and assets in common. 
There is no doubt of duplica- 
tion of effort that can only 
result in the bogging down of 
government. And these are the 
matters that these early talks 
should seek to assess. 

Greater areawide coopera- 
tion, the avowed purpose of Vir- 
ginia Beach representatives to 
the talks, should be the pri- 
mary immediate result of the 
study, even if consolidation 
never takes place. At least 
the four cities should learn to 
cooperate much more fully with 
each other. 

Norfolk and Portsmouth are 
old cities with far different 
problems from those of Virginia 
Beach and Chesapeake. But we 
can all learn from each other, 
and plan ahead for the future 
of all of us.

But now the storm warnings 
are up. The promoters want 
a bigger festival, much more 
publicized nationally, at the 
Pungo fairgrounds inthe spring. 
The implications are frighten- 
ing, in light of the other large 
festivals. 

Already City Council and the 
police are looking carefully at 
ways to control it before it 
happens. Hopeful ly they will find 
ways, even if strong legislation 
is needed. We do not wish to 
ups^t the younger generation 
and widen the gap, but Virginia 
Beach doesn't need the drugs, 
the hippies and the low moral 
conduct that seems to follow 
these festivals. And it doesn't 
need bad publicity nationwide 
so that a few may make a large 
profit.

Color Line Politics 



As inauguration day moves ever closer for 
Linwood Holton as the state's first Republican 
Governor in a century^ the last major contest 
of this fall ended in Richmond Tuesday. 

Traditionally conservative Richmond turned 
down a bid by ex-favorite son Fred Pollard 
to return to the political scene and also turned 
back its ex-Mayor Morrill Crowe, who had 
the active support of Holton. histead the large 
black community turned out in fuH force and 
in a relatively small vote put the first Negro 
in the State Senate in this century. 

He is Lawrence Wilder, an attorney and a 
Democrat, in spite of Holton's efforts. His 
total vote was about the same as the other two 
candidates put together. The change in the 
makeup of the city of Richmond, is highly 
reflected in the vote. 

The black vote has been making itself known 
increasingly in recent years, but this is the 
first time white candidates have suffered so 
badly. And the irony of it all is that both 
Crowe and Pollard were at one time the polit- 
ical darlings of the capital city. 

In several consecutive elections Pollard led 
the ticket in election to the House of Delegates, 
and Richmond strongly supported him in his 
successful bid for the No. 2 spot in state 
government, the position he is now about to 
retire from. 

He also was strongly rejected in the July 
Democratic primary in his poor showing bid 
for the nomination for Governor. 

Crowe, although known to be a Republican, 
ran for City Council on the non-partisan 
Richmond forward ticket and was elected in 
his first political try. Then he became Mayor 
and was subsequently re-elected at the top 
of the ticket. His rejection Tuesday marks 
anoUier fickle turn of Richmond voters. 

Thus the seat in the State Senate held until 
recently by Lt. Governor - elect Sargeant 
Reyndlds, was denied two politically known 
qualities and was given to a political unknown 
almost fully on the color of his skin. 

The capital city has more of a problem 
in this matter thkn any other in the state, 
although it seems to be spreading to Norfolk 
and Portsmouth, with the awtlnuing exodus 
to the suburbs the trowing cities of Chesiq)eake 
and Virgtoia B«icb.

the strongly conservative and mostly white 
counties of Henrico and Chesterfield. The 
suburban counties offset the voting in Richmond. 
The Third went strongly for Holton, incidentally. " 

Richnlond leaders have long been aware of 
the mounting problem and have tried without 
success to merge with the counties. That re- 
jected, they have tried annexation. That has 
been severely stymied by the courts. Although 
for the first time, it would appear that annex- 
ation procedures might come to fruition, a 
separate plank was added to the state Cons- 
titutional revision up for vote next year just 
for Richmond expansion. 

While there are other strong reasons why 
the city needs to expand its boundaries, the 
voting trends in recent years have played an 
important role in the urgency. 

The situation may well be one to be con- 
sidered in Tidewater, as talks of possible 
consolidation begin. Norfolk and Portsmouth 
have noted an increase in the black influence 
^ recently, and while there is definitely no harm 
in voicing opinions, no elections should be 
decided on color of the skin. Education and 
areawide cooperation can help to prevent this, 
however. 

In Virginia Beach there is no similar 
problem, since the black community Is rel- 
atively small, but growing. There have been 
no serious bids by members of that race 
for public office, although there is some talk 
that there may be in the forthcoming City 
Council election. 

It can only be hoped that the' voters of this 
and every city will judge atnan on his merits, 
not by the color of his skin. 

In the Richmond case, Sen.-elect Wilder may 
be highly qualified. Hopefully that is the case, 
and he will distinguish himself in the halls 
of the oldest legislature in this country. But 
his margin of victory leaves one with only 
the feeling that the white community in the 
capital dty did mrt have enou^ interest in 
the race to get out vA vote and the black 
commuhify did. Only one-third of the Richmond 
voters even showed up at ttie polls, but the 
black voter percentage was considerably hl^- 
er. 

All elections are importent, and if the 
wrong candidate gets into office through apathy 
or Qoo-partlc^tion, the voiers have only 
tttenselves to blame. This may well not be 
the case in Rlchmcwl, but it is a point to 
ponder for the Mare,

This column of questions and 
answers on Federal tax matters 
is provided by the local office 
of the U. S. Internal Revenue 
Service and is published as a 
public service to taxpapers. 
The column answers questions 
most frenquently asked by tax- 
papers. 

Question: I'm a housewife 
and have just taken a part- 
time job in a department store 
for holidays. Should I claim my 
exemption for withholding pur- 
poses? 

Answer: If your husband is 
claiming an exemption for you 
where he works then you should 
not claim your withholding ex- 
emption. The law generally does 
not permit two withholding ex- 
emptions to be claimed for 
the same person. 

Question: Can I deduct any- 
thing for the fees I paid a real 
estate appraiser I hired when 
I sold some property? 

Answer: Yes, those fees can 
be added to any other expenses 
you had when you sold your 
property. Se.lling expenses 
should be deducted from the 
sale price to determine whether 
there is any gain to report for 
income tax purposes. 

Question: Is there any pen- 
alty for not paying estimated 
tax when you are liable for it? 

Answer: Yes, there can bean 
additional charge if withholding 
and estimated tax payments do 
not meet at least 80 percent of 
your income tax liability for 
the year. The amount of the pen- 
alty depends on the extent to 
which you have failed to meet 
this requirement. 

Question: I think I will be 
entitled to claim my aunt as a 
dependent this year. What re- 
cords should I keep? 

Answer: Those that show you 
provided more than one-half of 
her total support for the year. 
You should also be able to show 
that her gross income was un- 
der $600 and that if she is mar- 
ried she did not file a joint 
return with her husbapd. Your 
aunt must be a citizen or a oe^ 
sident of the United' States, or 
a resident of Canada, Mexico, 
the Canal Zone or the Republic 
of Panama, for sometime during 
the year you claim the exempt- 
Ion.

Virginia Wesleyan College 
will receive bids on two pro- 
jected residence halls on 
Thursday, Dec. 4. 

College officials hope to 
have the two dormitories, each 
to house 60 students, ready 
for occupancy in the fall of 
1970. Virginia Wesleyan's pre- 
sent residence facilities are 
filled to capacity and the Col- 
lege is renting a Virginia 
Beach Motel for 50 male stu- 
dents for this year. Nine male 
students are also living in a 
private home adjacent to the 
campus. 

The total development cost 
for the two projected dorm- 
itories with furnishings is ap- 
proximately $650,000. Wesle- 
yan received final confirma- 
tion in October for a $430,000, 
40 year three per cent loan 
from the U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment contingent upon the col- 
lege's raising approximately 
$220,000. Officials say con- 
struction jnust begin in Dec- 
ember in order to complete 
the facilities for the opening 
of college in the fall of 1970. 
According to an announce- 
ment this week by Judge Jerry 
G. Bray, Jr., chairman of the 
Virginia Wesleyan College 
Board of Trustees, one of the 
two residence halls wiU be 
named In honor of the late 
United Methodist Bishop Wal- 
ter C. Gum. Bishop Gum ser- 
ved four pastorates in the 
Tidewater area. Park Place, 
Ghent, and First Churches in 
Norfolk and Monumental Church 
in Portsmouth, as well as a 
term as superintendent, pf the 
Norfolk District of the United 
Methodist Church. He served 
terms as rei^ldent bishop in 
Kentucky and Virginia prior 
to his retirement In Norfolk 
in 1968. Bishop Gum was ac- 
tive In the early development 
of Virginia Wesleyan College 
and was serving as vlce,ch^- 
, man of th«.Bjfiird ol ^^mfees 
at the tim#of hjis death In May 
1969. 



This includes shoppers al- 
ready facing growing crowds in 
the stores as well as on the 
streets, merchants who have 
filled their stores with mer- 
chandise designed to catch the 
shopper's eye, and thieves who 
may be lurking around the next 
corner to rob you of your new- 
ly aquired treasure, or the 
money which you have gradually 
saved for the occasion, or per- 
haps waiting to observe you 
place your packages In your un- 
attended auto. 

The month of December an- 
nually results in an increase in 
crimes, including robberies, 
burglaries and thefts.

While police officials contin- 
ue to take additional steps to 
curb such activity, they must 
have the cooperation of busin- 
essmen and residents of the 
city. 

Police officials point out that 
burglars are unintentionally be- 
ing aided in "plying their trade" 
by merchants who have, without 
realizing it, become lax in their 
internal security system of pro- 
tecting their places of business. 
Investigators say that an In- 
creasing number of burglaries 
are being discovered as the 
result of thieves concealing 
themselves inside stores until 
after customers and employees 
have left. In such cases a thief 
is able to break out of a store 
with his loot and have ample 
time to escape even though the 
store is equipped with a burgl- 
ar alarm system. Store owners 
can assist in curbing such 
crimes by revising their pro- 
cedure to be followed in secur- 
ing their shop for the night. 
Residents of the city can as- 
sist in curbing crime during the 
Christmas season by avoiding 
shopping trips alone in lonely, 
remote areas; by not carrying 
of large sums of money; by 
never leaving unattended cars 
unlocked; and by not leaving 
packages on the seats of un- 
attended cars where they can be 
seen by potential thieves, but 
rather placing them in the lock- 
ed trunk of their auto. 

• Motorists are also advised 
that while travelling to lock the 
car doors. This will prevent any 
potential criminal, from jump- 
ing into the car when it stops 
for a traffic signal. 



While every law enforcement 
official readily agrees with the 
traditional seasonal adage that 
"it is better to give than to re- 



ceive" they all agree that 
adequate st^s should be takra 
to assure that a thief is not lh« 
recipient of your gift.

Navy Retires 'Busy Bee' 



The biggest and fastest ship 
in the Atlantic Fleet Amphi- 
bious Force was decommis- 
sioned at Little Creek Monday, 
Dec. 1, when the 25-year-old 
USS Boxer was retired. 

V. Adm. Luther C. Heinz, 
Commander Amphibious Force, 
U.S. Atlantic Fleet, spoke at 
the decommissioning ceremony 
aboard the Boxer at pier sev- 
en of the Norfolk Naval Station. 

The 888-foot amphibious as- 
sault ship is already only the 
shell of a ship that set impres- 
sive Navy-wide records during 
nearly a quarter century of 
service. It will be sold by the 
Navy. 

First carrier to use jet air- 
craft, first ship to launch guid- 
ed missiles in combat, first 
ship to launch and recover a 
night helicopter amphibious 



assault, first amphibious as- 
sault ship to recover space- 
craft, and first carrier to 
transit the Suez Canal four 
times in a year — these are a 
few of Boxer's exploits. The 
"Busy Bee" also has steamed 
more miles than any other 
ship, transferred more am- 
munition at sea in one hour 
than any other, landed the most 
helicopters, and sent pilots on 
the most missions during the 
Korean conflict. 

Built in Newport News, Va., 
too late to fight in World War 
n, Boxer was commissioned 
April 16, 1945 as the fifth 
American warship with that 
name. The 30-knot attack air- 
craft carrier spent the ne^ 
five years operating with the 
Pacific Fleet and making good 
will visits to Asian countries.

After a 
buffet luncheon, the program 
of the day will be presented 
under the direction of the In- 
ternational Affairs Committee 
whose chairman is Mrs. L. E. 
VanNieuwenhuise. The theme 
of the program is "Peace on 
Earth, Good Will to Men". 
Musical selections will be sung 
by Mrs. James Pace, accom- 
panied on the piano by Mrs.

The project of the Internat- 
ional Affairs Committee this 
year is the S. S. Hope, which 
is the- world's flrst peacetime 
hospital ship. It was started 
in 1958 during the administra- 
tion of the late Pres. Dwight 
D. Elsenhower. The founder and 
present director is William B. 
Walsh, M. D. who is a heart 
specialist. The ship is staffed 
solely on a voluntary basis and 
goes only to those pla:ces ex- 
tending an invitation^ Overland 
groups g(\ to those places not 
accessible by sea. 

In 1969 a domestic program 
was added to the already estab- 
lished foreign program. The 
ports of call in the past have 
been in such places as Indo- 
nesia, Peru, Vietnam andCfey- 
lon. This year the S. S. Hope 
will visit such places as Tunis- 
ia, Loredo, Texas, and Ganado, 
Ariz. In Texas, people of Mex- 
ican-American t)ackground will 
be cared for, while the Navajo 
Indians will be the recipients 
of medical assistance In Ari- 
zona. Anoyone wishing to, may 
visit the ship anytime it is in 
port. 

This floating medical center 
provides practical and teaching 
aids in the flelds of medicine, 
dentistry, nursing and other 
associated health professions. 
It also has its own laboratory 
and pharmacy. The S. S. Hope 
is supported by individual and 
corporate donations. A $6 mil- 
ll6n budget is needed annually 
to keep "Hope" afloat. A $5 
donation will provide lifetime 
immunization against polio, 
diphtheria, and whooping coigh 
for 330 children. A donation 
of $10 will supply a prema- 
turely born baby with oxygen 
and intensive care for 14 hours. 

Proceeds from the luncheon 
will be prraented by the Wom- 
an's Club of Chesapeake Beach 
to the S. S. Hope to spread 
some Christmas joy through 
the pediatrics ward of the ship.

(1/2 stick) butter 
I large egg, well beaten 
grated rind of 1 large 
orat^e 
3/4 cup orange juice 
1/2 cup chopped walnuts 

1 1/2 cups fresh cranberries 

PREPARATION: 1. Remove 
egg from refrigerator I hour 
before using. 

2. Lightly grease a 9x5x4- 
inch loaf pan. 

3. Wash and dry cranberries. 
Wash and dry orange. Grate 
orange rind and wrap in waxed 
paper or foil. 

4. Squeeze orange with I or 

2 more. Strain and measure 
3/4 cup juice. 

5. Chop walnuts. 

6. Preheat oven to 350F. 
(moderate). 

METHOD: 7. Sift together 
flour, sugar, baking powder, 
baking soda, and salt. 

8. Cut In butter with pastry 
cutter or 2 knives until mix- 
ture looks like coarse corn- 
meal. 

9. Beat egg and combine with 
grated orange rind and juice. 

10. Pour egg mixture all at 
once into flour mixture. Do not 
over mix. Stir with wooden spoon 
until all ingredients are just 
dampened. 

11. Carefully fold in chopped 
nuts and cranberries. 

12. Pour batter into loaf pan 
and spread corners slightly 
higher than center. 

13. Bake 1 hour or until 
tester Inserted In center comes 
out clean. 

14. Cool on rack 10 minutes 
before turning out. Do not slice 
until cool.

A loop 
of yarn or Christmas cord stuck 
through a hole in the plastic 
tip will serve as a hanger.

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Actually, this crop probably was 
grown by tribes of the basket- 
maker Indians, who lived In this 
area l>efore the cliff dwellers 
arrived. 

Many of the pumpkin varieties 
we plant today were planted by 
Indian tribes before the Revo- 
lutionary War. These include 
the Connecticut Field, Small 
Sugar, and Cashaw, which are 
still our most important comm- 
ercial varieties. 

A newer variety of particular 
interest to those yiho are young 
in heart is the Jack-0-Lantern 
pumpkin. As the name Implies, 
it is ideal in size and shape 
for carving into a pleasant or 
scary face for Halloween. 

Squashes and' pumpkins are 
closely related members of the 
same plant gepus. In fact, there 
is resil confusion, even among 
experts, as to the correct class- 
ification of the many varieties. 

Most folks seem to agree that 
true pumpkins belong to the 
Cucurbita peop group. A char- 
acteristic feature of this specie 
is the grooved five-sided fruit 
stem. True squashesare Cucur- 
bita maxima, and have a round, 
somewhat spongy fruit stem.

pumpkins. They are eaten at an 
immature stage when the rind 
is very soft and the seeds are 
small. If allowed to become 
large, the rind becomes hard 
and the flesh stringy and poor InT 
quality. Therefore, for the besr 
quality, harvest your summer 
squash when they are not oyer 
six to eight inches longhand 
select small ones wljen you 
purchase them In the stpre. 

Plan to include summer 
squash in your garden next 
summer. They grow on a large, 
but quite compact bush type 
plant, and do not require as 
much space as the long vining 
types. The quality of the home 
grown fruit will be much better 
than that which you can buy at 
the market. 

Some of the best summer 
squash varieties are cocozeUe, 
Seneca Prolific, and Zucchini. 
A new AU-American selectio, 
St. Pat Scallop, should be' a- 
vailable this year. The young 
fruits at the eating stage are 
greenish white in color, and of 
excellent quality. This new 
variety is very productive, and 
a great improvement over the 
Scallop and Patty Pan types. 

If you have enough space in 
your garden for 10 to 12 feet 
long, you should plant some 
winter squash. The Waltham 
Butternut is the 1970 All- Amer- 
ica selection. It is really a pum- 
pkin, but has superior flavor 
and a golden interior color. It 
Is fine for pies. 

Other hi{^ quality, productive 
winter squashes are Table 
Queen and Buttercup. All winter 
squash varieties should be al- 
lowed to ripen completely on 
the vines to develop their sweet 
mealy flavor. They will keep 
for several months when stored 
In a cool basement. 



When melting chocolate, use 
dry utensils and be careful not 
to allow any steam or water to 
get into the chocolate because 
water will make the chocolate 
stiff.

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Comedy Results A re Pleasant 



In Philip King's frantic com- 
edy, "See How They Run," 
Lake Wright Playhouse has one 
of the tflsiest plays mounted on 
any stage in many a day. The 
fast pacing is generally well- 
handled, and the cast whips 
through the action well enough 
to keep it all in the proper 
perspective. 

To appreciate this frothy 
farce completely one has to for- 
get reality and accept the un- 
likely as the likely, the impro- 
bable as the absolute and coin- 
cidence as an everyday occurr- 
ence. 

The action takes place in a 
vicarage in England where a 
gentle and pleasant clergyman 
lives with his young and gay 
ex-actress American wife. But 
her uncle is a bishop, so that 
makes it all right. Introduce 
into the life of this blissful 
twosome a busybody old maid 
parishoner who drinks; the 
wife's dear old friend, presently 
in the U. S. Army; the befuddel- 
ed, beneficient bishop; a visit- 
ing vicar, and an escaped 
Russian spy. 

Mix well with mistaken iden- 
tities, pratfalls, wearing each 
other's clothes and a lot of 
hiding in the closet. Stir in also 
constant running around the 
large stage a la Keystone cops. 
And what you have is a rid- 
iculous funny play that moves 
at a clip almost too fast for 
the lines. 

The lines are not althogther 
so funny, and often the pace in 
this production detracts from 
the shallow story. The major 
ct-iticism could be that thepace 
begins so high, it has little 
place to go, and often is diff- 
icult to sustain. 

Joyce Williams ispleasingas 
the proper, but mischievous, 
wife. She has every chance to 



overdo it, but fortunately does 
not. But her long hair often in 
her face is terribly distracting. 

Tom Morgan is very funny 
as the vicar. His timing and 
facial expressions are extre- 
mely good. But we would ques- 
tion the wearing of translucent 
underwear in the chase scenes. 

Anne Pennington as the old 
maid is a comedy standout. Her 
uninhibited drunk scenes are 
very funny, if a little overdone. 

Norrie Martin is fine as the 
blustering, befuddled bishop, 
who is never quite sure what 
is going on. Laurie Harris hand- 
les the role of the maid well, 
but her mod, swinging style may 
not be what the author intended 



for that role. 

Peter Dixon underplays the 
Russian spy to great advantage 
on a stageful of exaggerating 
kooks. And Jim Paxton is a typ- 
ical military man as the British 
sergeant. 

The real surprise of the even- 
ing is young J. Michael Hunter 
who plays the wife's old boy- 
friend. He is natural and fresh 
and his comedy timing is ex- 
cellent. 

The Timothy L. Jones pro- 
duction is pleasant enough, if 
not terribly earth-shaking. One 
thing is for sure. The audience 
will be tired from watching all 
this happen before its very eyes.

There have been no new en- 
tries Into the City Council 
election sweepstakes In the past 
week, but another week is not 
expected to pass with the same 
being true. 

The main reason for the lack 
of announcements has appar- 
ently been the decision of the 
City Democratic Committiee. 
That decision-whether to hold 
a Councilmatic primary or not- 
comes toni^t as the executive 
committee meets at Galilee 
Epificoj^l ' Church at 8 p.m. 

The 76 members of the 
committee are said to be lean- 



ing toward the old method of 
holding a primary over any 
other method, such a conven- 
tion or mass meetinc. Com- 
mittee chairman Owen Pickett 
would not say anything in ad- 
vance of the Thursday meeting. 
Until recently sentiment 
seemed to be growing for non- 
partisan Council elections in 
Virginia Beach and selection of 
candidates wlHiout a primary, 
but in recent days Democrats 
from all factions of the pollct- 
ical spectrum have been tomtng 
forward in favor of a primary.

the primary method will be 
retained. 

Several potential candidates 
have said they will not announce 
if a primary Is held,baslngthis 
on the cost of two campaigns 
and the time involved. Their 
decisions, however, are also 
subject to change by the early 
January deadline. 

Incumbent Councllmen still 
have made no statements, but 
a number are expected to 
announce, either as a ticket 
or Individually after the pri- 
mary Is decided upon. Most of 
those now on Council are ex- 
pected to run again, with the 
exception of Kenneth Whltehurst 
Sr., who has already announced 
his Intention not to run. 

The only other major ques- 
tion mark continues to be Vice 
Mayor Robert Cromwell, who 
would already have opposition 
In running at-large from Bay- 
side.

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Readers of SUN SURVEY are 
most definitely not in favor of 
a fob or occupaHonal-taji being 
levied. That question was de- 
cided most decisively in the 
replies received to last week's 
question on the matter. 

Of the large number of re- 
plies, only one per cent said 
•"Yes" to the question, "Should 
cities have the power to levy 
a job tax on all persons employ- 
ed In that city except those 
paying business or professional 
licenses, regardless of where 
the employee lives".'" The other 
9? per cent said "No." And 
many of those were punctuated 
with an emphatic exclamation 
point.

ginia General Assembly which 
would make occupation taxes 
ii Virginia illegal. 

The city of Ricfiinoal \\i 
recently adopted such a tax 
on all employees in that city, 
rei^ardless of residency, except 
for payers of business and pro- 
fessional licenses. The matter 
has held up In state courts, 
but has been opposed by a num- 
ber of legilsators. 

Delegate-elect Richard Guy 
of Virginia Beach was the first 
in this area to speak out against 
such a tax and said he would 
oppose it. The unanimously- 
passed Council resolution adds 
to that action. 

Council also appointed Vir- 
ginia Beach School Superinten- 
dent E. E. Brickell to replace 
F. W, Cox on the Tidewater 
Community College Board. Cox 
resigned recently because of 
poor health.

Even before City Council us 
a chance to consider City Man- 
ager Roger Scott's proposed 
reorganization of city govern- 
ment plan either informally or 
formally, a major pot sliot has 
been taken at the plan. 

The shot came in a surprise 
move Tuesday when eight of the 
nine members of the Rudee 
Inlet Authority announced they 
had resigned effective on Dec 3. 
Commission chairman Frank 
W. Kellam announced the r^- 
Ignatlons after sending the let- 
ters to city officials. 

The ninth member of the 
authority Charles Peel was un- 
aware of the resignations, and 
had no comment when asked if 
he too intended to resign. Kel- 
lam noted that Peel had not 
attended meetings regularly, 
and had been at only "two or 
three meetings In the last two 
years," 

Kellam denied that the mass 
resignation came about as form 
of protest of Scott's plan to 
abolish the authority, assigning 
its present advisory duties to 
a new department, to be known 
as the Department of Economic 
Development. Beyond that Kel- 
lam would not comment. 

Most City Councllmen ap- 
peared to be shocked by the 
resignations and said they

Scott had no additional com- 
ment on the plan itself Wednes- 
day. He was In the midst of 
budget hearings with city de- 
partment heads for next year's 
budget.

There are also rumblings 
from other advisory boards and 
commissions recommended in 
wn ^ for abolishment or 
consolidation of mass resigna- 
tion. 

'«Why should we wait around 
to be fired?" asked one member 
of ttie ad board. 

The plan also faces serious 
threats on other fronts also. 
Iniike^;)er Scott Sterling said 
Wednesday he was writing the 
City Manager seeking a full 
public hearing before City 
Council on the plan before any 
further action Is taken by 
Council. 

The Rudee Inlet Authority 
was reduced to its present ad- 
visory capacity by the courts 
in 1964, but remained active 
In getting the high-level bridge 
across ttie inlet, in getting Gen- 
eral Booth Boulevard built, and 
In the construction of the sand 
trap and jetties at the inlet. 

The future of the Inlet area

Seatack Is Example to Others 



A delegation from the York- 
town, Va. visited Seatack last 
Saturday to ot)serve the cleanup 
campaign underway in "Project 
Immediate Action". 

The group consisted of Cmdr. 
Fred Lewis from the Yorktown 
Naval Weapons Station and three 
residents of the nearby comm- 
unity of Lackey: Lewis Turner^ 
James Armstead, and Rev. W.

The visitors spent the day" 
touring Seatack observing the 
method used in removing aband- 
oned cars, clearing of land to 
be used as sites for two neigh- 
borhood recreational parks, the 
digging and clearing of drainage 
ditches and clearing debris 
which had accumulated in the 
region, as well as the removing 
remains of condemned buildings 
which had been torn down or 
burned.

operation tnevisistors said they 
were returning to Lackey fully 
confident that a similiar pro- 
gram could* be carried out in 
their community.

Ceremony to Become Annual i 



A special Pearl Harbor Day 
Ceremony was held last Sunday 
ahernoon at Rosewood Memor- 
ial Park on N. Wltchdudc Road 
to honor American servicemen 
who lost theirllves in the Japan- 
ese attack on Pearl Harbor on 
Dec. 7, 1941. 

G. William Whltehurst, 2nd 
Congressional District Repre- 
sentative shared the featured 
speakers platform w i t h U. S. 
Navy GMC Jimmie C. Bur0»- 
man, one of tliefew U.S.S. Ariz- 
ona crewnienibers who survived 
an enemy aircraft attack on the 
ship which resulted in the sink- 
ing of the vessel. The battle- 
ship still lies submerged, and 
it's superstructure has been 
converted into a national shrine. 

While paying tribute to those 
American's who gave their lives 
in the defense of their country 
Whltehurst voiced his confid- 
ence that "this nation will never 
again find Itself In a condition 
which any enemy can wantonly 
attack us aiui find us unprepar- 
ed." 

Whiteliurst also e.xpressed 
some contern over recent act- 
ivities such as demonstrat- 
ions by dissenting groups and 
protests over certain aspects of 
American policies, which ap- 
partently lead him to raise the 
question of "what will It take 
to unify us again, to restore 
the unity of our people and to 
help us to become the great 
people we are capable of 
being?" *« 

Burghman in reflecting over 
that fateful Sunday 28 yeariago 
pointed to the fact that of the 
2,402 lives lost in the attack on 
Pearl Harbor that 1102 of these 
died on board the Arizona. He 
described what took place ttiat 
day on Iward the Arizona tell- 
ing of herioc acts which men 
performed at their duty stat- 
ions and in striving to render 
assistance to others who had 
been wounded In the attadc. 

Burghman also commented 
on some actlvitUles which var- 
ious groups have carried but 
in the United States over the last 
28 years which reflect against 
the American way of life. He 
summed up his feelings bysay- 
ing» "Isn't it a shame that 
certain minority groups don't 
appreciate living in a free 
country today".

This past week 1 could find 
very few hunters, but 1 found 
enough trouble to last for some- 
time. Saturday was one of 
"those" days. 

Six wardens were to work the 
Nasesemound River Saturday 
morning, so Friday night I hopk- 
ed my car to my boat trailer. 
The lights were not working so 
1 had to repair them in the 
"cbrd.Tlater heard the weather- 
man perdict a low 22 degrees 
guid 1 would say the temperature 
was well on its way down then. 
— Saturday morjiing 1 was up 
early putting on plenty of warm 
clothing. I fixed a thermos of 
coffee and headed out. As I 
approched Interstate 64 I was 
becoming warm so I stopped the 
car to remove my jacket. As 
I opened the door, out fell the 
thermos. It broke as it hit the 
road. 

Reaching Suffolk we unloaded 
the boats into the water break- 
ing ice as they entered. Batter- 
ies were dead on the two bigger 
boats so jumper cables had to 
be used. One motor started 
immediately so two wardens 
started out. . 

It took about thirty minutes 
for mine to start running pro- 
perly, and when it did we load- 
ed a smaller boat across the 
back to be transported about ten 
miles down the river. My stern 
light was broken in the process, 
but 1 was sure glad we had that 
boat. About three miles down 
river my water pump gave out 
and the motor pot so hot it quit. 

Where the water had splashed 
up on both boats it had frozen 
solid and had it not been for the 
smalliT boat to pull us back, 
we would have had a cold time 
until help came by. 

None of the boats in this area 
that belonp to the Game Com- 
mission with exception of one 
boat at Back l^ay has any kind 
of a radio so we could not have 
gotten aid from the other boats 
in the area. 

We put the little boat over- 
board and it took some time 
to get it started. When we 
arrived back at the car my 
electric winch wouldn't work, 
so we had to load it by hand. 

Later in the day Harry Kin- 
gery and I were answering a call 
about hunting in a bird sanctuary 
in Virginia Beach. When we 
arrived we found out we were 
ten minutes too late. They had 
just left. 

Just before' dark I found I 
had lost my summons book so 
I spent the next hour backtrack- 
ing to find it. This time I called 
it quits and headed for home.

Ducks Are 
PhntUul 

Although some duck hunters 
won't agree, aerial surveys 
show duck numbers in Virginia 
up markedly over a year ago, 
reports Game Biologist Fairfax 
Settle. 

This increase tends to verify 
earlier reports of Ducks Un- 
limited and the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service that all flights 
would be up this year. A large 
number of ducks were reported 
to have moved on through the 
state early in the season, espe- 
cially in the Back Bay Area. 

Trees 
Help 
Everyone . 

Green acres on Virginia 
Beadi farms include more than 
pastures and crops such as 
com, soybeans, wheat, trudc- 
crops. Farmers in Virginia 
Beach this year have planted 
about 20 acres of trees under 
the Agricultural Cdhservation 
Program. 

Since ACP was first author- 
ized more than 30 years ago, 
farmers in Virginia Beach have 
planted some 100 acres of trees 
under the cost-sharing pro- 
gram, according to R.L.Dudley, 
Chairman of the Virginia Beach 
Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation (ASC) Committee. 
In the U. S. the total is about 
5 million acres of trees put in 
with ACP assistance. 

Tree pUnting is a long-term 
Investment for both the fkrmer 
and the public Dudley said. 

Ultimately the trees will add 
to the f&rmer's income through 
timber harvest. Meanwhile, the 
trees provide substantial con- 
servation benefits to the public. 

They help reduce erosion and 
flooding by stabilizing and im- 
proving water supplies for 
cleaner, clearer streams. They 
provide wildlife habitat, serve 
as hunting areas and offer 
other outdoor recreation oppor- 
tunities. They add to the beauty 
of the countryside. 

Farmers in Virginia Beach 
generally plant species of Lob- 
lolly Pine Dudley said. 

Under the Agricultural Con- 
servation Program, the farmer 
and the public invest together 
in conservation efforts and 
share in the bene(its. In add- 
ition to tree planting, ACP 
measures include many soil, 
water,' woodland, wildlife con- 
servation and pollution-abate- 
ment measures. 

Further information about 
forestry and other conservation 
practices approved for ACP 
assistance is available at the 
Virginia Beach ASCS Office.

Members of the Parks and 
Recreation Advisory Board 
have launched a review of the 
names of Virginia Beach city 
parks todetermine if more suit- 
able names should not be given 
to a number of them. 

The project resulted from a 
large amount of concern over 
the landfill off the Virginia 
Beach-Norfolk Expressway be- 
ing referred to as "Mount 
Trashmore". The^ mountain of 
trash and dirt will eventually 
become the site of a city amphi- 
theater. 

Several suggestions for a 
suitable name for the site are 
designed to honor the orignator 
of the plan R. E. Dorer. These 
include Dorermount Park; RED 
Rec City Park; Dorer's Mon- 
tlcelloi and Gull Dorer City 
Park, referring not only to 
Dcfr er but the hundreds of sea- 
gulls which have flocked to the 
area. Other suggested names 
included Mt. Roland Park and 
Mountain Lake Park. 

Board members have decided 
to delay the renaming of the 
"Mount Trashmore" until a re-

. parks can be completed in order 
to determine what other names 
should be changed. 

Other parks which could 
possibly be renamed include the 
"Toll Road Park", where the 
concern centers around the use 
of the word "toll" since in- 
creasing numbers of tolls on 
roads and bridges in Tidewater 
have long been the point of 
controversy.

While he said he was in no 
way being ctitical of Jaycees 
in the past, he said he and his 
fellow officers are more con- 
cerned about working in various 
projects in the community than 
they are with Jaycee programs 
and awards. 

'We have made a deliberate 
attempt at more community in- 
volvement," said Shepheard. "If 
honor comes to us through our 
involvment, it will only as a 
by-product. We are not inter- 
ested in how manjfpoints we can 
collect for our chapter because 
of our projects." 

But Shepheard, whose term 
runs until next June, admits 
that the involvement has been 
successful only through the out- 
standing help of his two vice 
presidents. Jack Jennings and 
Bob Warren. 

"A president can only admin- 
istrate," he said. "But with 
these two fellows around, all 
1 have to do is suggest, and 
they take it from there. Then 
I can get on with something 
else^— — '■ ■^. ,.;,^, — 

Shepheard says his two vice 
presidents are both active in 
Jaycee projects at all times 
and that they have been the 
detail men on the club's suc- 
cessful projebts so far in the 
Jaycee year. 



Jennings handles projects 
more directly involved with the 
community and Warren handles 
those more directly involved 
with public relations and the 
Jaycees, according to Shep- 
heard. 

"But both jobs are import- 
ant," he said, "Without one 
type of project , the other 
wouldn't be worthwhile. 

Jennings has been the Jay- 
cee coordinator in the Seatack 
upgrading project that has been 
so highly successful. The Jay- 
cees have worked with city Of- 
flcials, military officials and 
members of the community in 
cleanup and improvement pro- 
jects, both long and short-range. 
Jennings took on the project 
after its initiation by past pres- 
ident Robert Stanton. 

Jennings has also been the 
worker behind the POW-MIA 
campaign of the Jaycees, that 
is now getting national sym- 
pathy and support. The project 
to call attention to the plight 
of prisoners of war and those 
missing in action and to help 
gain humane treatment for them 
began in Virginia Beach, was 
accepted by the state Jaycees 
as a statewide project and is 
now under consideration by the 

National board.. Through^ the 

efforts of the Virginia Beach 
Jaycees and Jennings a mas- 
sive letter writing campaign has 
been undertaken to help the un- 
fortunate men held by the Com- 
munists in Asia. 

Warren, at the same time. 



was busy setting up the state 
Jaycees board meeting held re- 
cently at the Lake Wright Motor 
Hotel at which the Virginia 
Beach club was the host cXaap- 
ter. He coordinated the entire 
meeting, including a visit and 
speech by Governor-elect A. 
Linwood Holton. 

In addition he has been work- 
ing with the military at Dam 
Neck introducing foreigh stu- 
dents into Virginia Beach 
homes, taking them to football 
games, and generally letting 
them see what Americans are 
like"athome."Recently Warren 
coordinated a dinner and a pic- 
nic for ttiese students, which 
Shepheard said were highly 
successful and most appreciated 
by the military and the students. 

Warren is currently working 
on some solution to the surfing 
problems in Virginia Beach. 
He is meeting with city officials 
with an eye toward continuing 
sponsorship of the East Coast 
Surflng Championships.

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Reorganization Crisis Already 



Already the proposed re- 
organization plan of City Man- 
ager Roger Scott has had 
serious repercussions, and 
more likely to come. The mass 
resignation of all but one of the 
nine Rudee Inlet Authority mem- 
bers comes as a shock, but 
it could be just the beginning 
of a number of problems. 

While no one will say publicly 
that the resignations came as 
the result of the Scott recomm- 
endation that the Authority be 
done away with, this is the 
reason, and the members of the 
authority board, who have work- 
ed so diligently over sucha long 
peroid of time and often under 
the most adverse conditions to 
bring the Rudee Inlet project 
so near to fruition, have the 
right to be miffed. 

Hopefully City Council will 
look carefully at this matter 
and make all attempts to keep 
these dedicated men on the job 
they have been doing. Several 
Council men have already noted 
unhappiness and add that they 
are in no way wed yet to the 



Scott plan. Several points of 
controversy are to be carefully 
scrutinized they say. 

We, as they, are concerned 
about the cost of the reorgan- 
ization plan and where these 
new high-pay department heads 
will come from. And in addition 
one particulur change would 
take a major office one step 
farther away from the people. 

The plan calls for the High 
Constable to be appointed by the 
Circuit Court Judge, instead of 
City Council, as he now is. He 
is now at least an appointee 
of elected representatives, but 
would then be an appointee of 
an appointee. A government 
should be as close as possible 
to its people, and this is merely 
removing it a little more. 

The enitre plan has come as 
the result of hard work on 
Scott's part and may have many 
merits, but one that can cause 
the loss of valMable leadership 
and remove the government 
more from the voters certainly 
needs close looking at by our 
elected representativ es.

Most certainly those most 
closely concerned with a zoning 
change are the most knowledge- 
able on the subject. The appli- 
cants, the developers, the 
neighbors, the planning depart- 
ment and the planning comm- 
ission must all state their case 
in full hearings before a recom- 
mendation is forthcoming to 
City Council for final vote. 

But too often those recomm- 
endations are struck down by 
Council because of object ions of 
large groups of citizens and 
civic leagues. While we favor 
strongly the work of most civic 
leagues and certainly favor 
citizens bending the ear of their 
elected representatives, the 
long, sometimes raucous, pres- 
entations put on at Council 
meetings, are defeating the real 
purpose of good government. 

On numerous occasions good 
plans, highly recommended by 
all concerned have gone down 
the drain because a large num- 
ber of citizens (or voters) 
appeared against it. Their arg- 
uments have usually been part- 
ially correct and usually much 
work has gone into their pres- 
entations, but too often their 
spokesmen have made unfor- 
unate renxirks and the decorum 
of their supporters has left 
much to be desired. 



Snickers, side comments, 
laughter, applause and shuffling 
of the feet have no place in 
Council chambers, but they cer- 
tainly too often seem to take 
their toll on Council members. 

A Time for Tea? 

City Council has taken a fine 
first step in adopting a reso- 
lution calling upon our repre- 
sebtatives in the Virginia Gen- 
eral Assembly to oppose vig- 
orously the proliferation of the 
job or occupational tax Imposed 
recently by the city of Richmond 
and upheld by the courts.

Ami also the season with all it merriment 
and hustle and bustle is not exactly conducive 
to political manuevering and announcements.

The year 1970 is an off-year for elections 
again, but all the state's Congressmen, and the 
Virginia Beach City Council will get elected. 
Republicans, a new word in Virginia, is most 
likely to play an Important role in both types 
of election. 

Statewide the GOP, on the strength of the 
big wins in lOO"), i.e., Helton, et al, will be 
trying to take the lead in Longressionai seats. 
Right now it's an impasse, with the Repub- 
licans and Democrats each holding five of the 
state's ten seats. 

The GOP Congressmen appear to be rather 
secure, except possibly in the Second District, 
where William Whitehurst may yet face a strong 
DenK>cnitic challenge, Mt like the Bingo Stant 
race last time. 

And oi course Governor Holton and ttie 
national party will be ready to capitalize m 



the 1969 results. No one can say for sure yet, 
but it is doubtful that the GOP is really any 
stronger right now than it has ever been. 

In Virginia Beach the Republicans are al- 
ready showing signs of suffering from false 
security in talking of fielding a full state for 
City Council, something unheard of in the past. 

Their chances of election, even with the 1969 
wins, are expected to be poor. The reasons 
are clear. There are still not enough people 
ready to try out their GOP wings In Virginia 
Beach and admit to being Republican. The best 
men for the jobs then may not be the candidates 
chosen by the GOP. 

The Democrats in Virginia Beach also have a 
problem. It has become increasingly apparent 
that the voters are thinking independently, 
which is all fine and dandy, except that leader- 
ship comes from organization, not from chaotic 
running from pillar to post. 

The emergence of a strong political leader 
in Virginia politics is expected In the months 
to come, at least from the Democratic side. 
That same trend must necessarily come In 
Virginia Beach and elsewhere, where too much 
Independence is a dangerous thing. ^ 

^t any rate the month of December has always 
been a b^ one for politics. The November 
general election has just ended. The winners 
arf relaxing and the losers are licking their 
wouiKls. (In the case ofthe last one, the outcome 
as to party Is not that cl^u-.} "Diaidcsglving 
turkeys fill the tummies. Christmas cards, 
shotting ami sugar plums dancing In heads 
take too much time to l^ve a great deal of 
thought of politics. 

This may well be known as moratorium time, 
however. It won't last. 

With the coming of January comes Holtoa's

General Assembly, a bevy of changes In Rlcb- 
momi, and tbe roil-t^-the-shirt sleeves part 
of the canqjaign for Virginia Beach City 
Council.

They hear from the youth "grapevine" 
that marijuana and LSD "mind expanders" are not really 
harmful. They hear that "turning on" is helpful and fun and 
that only "hard" drugs are dangerous — such as heroin. 

They hear a few would-be prophets say the hallucinogenic 
drugs are no more dangerous than the adult practice of drink- 
ing alcohol. They hear a few irresponsible so-called leaders 
say that marijuana should be made legal and this lends cred- 
ibility to the grapevine misinformation. 

As a result, when a responsible adult tries to tell them the 
hard facts, or as the youth slang would say, "Tell it like it is," 
they just smile and let the truth slide off. 

Lets take a look at the truth, Do the so called hallucinogenic 
drugs pose a danger? The only responsible answer possible 
is YES! 

The Idea that all these "turned on mind expanders" are 
something new is false. Archaeologists believe marijuana was 
known to Stone Age people. 

Ancient battles in the Orient and Asia Minor were fought by 
warriors high on hashish which Is a concentrated form of 
marijuana. 

How are these drugs dangerous? There are many cases of 
young people who after taking some of these hallucinogenic 
drugs are suffering lingering effects. Some are suffering from 
anxiety, depression, hullucinatlons and other serious mani- 
festations of mental disorganizations and these have often been 
associated with uncohtroUable urges to violence. Including 
murder, but more often suicide or nervous breakdowns. 

dr. Max Rlnkle, an expert on the psychedelic drugs says: 
"Suicide is definitely a risk when young people suffer transient 
recurrences, days and months after taking LSD and other hal- 
lucineogens," 

Genetic dbmage is linked to LSD altered chromosomes. Med- 
ical papers report that geneticist have found that the mind 
bending drug LSD may not only drive Its users crazy but majV 
be more deforming to unborn diildren that the sedative called 
"Thalidomide" used In Germany several y^trs ago. 

Dr. George Alexander of tbe Columbia College of Physicians 
and Surgeons warns females that if they take LSD only once 
they may pay the price of malformed or retarded ofbprings 
since broken chromosomes can be disastrous to the seeds of 
coming generations. 

Dr. James L. Goddard, formerly of the U,S. Food aixi Drugs 
Administration, has described as "pure bunk" claims that Uie 
hallucination producing LSD eiqands the mind and brings out 
hidden artistic talents. He said that there are cases where bad 
effects recur wedcs, even monUis, after ttie initial experiment 
with LSD, He said ttat L^ is a dangerous drug!

It is obvious to most knowledgeable people that the problem 
of drug abuse among teen-agers and young adults is serious.

How serious is it? Well, while it is impossible to say how 
much dope gets through customs and into the country each year, 
the total weight last year that was detected and stopped was 35 
tons! Commissioner of Customs Lester D. Johnson reported 
that seizures in 1968 broke aU records. The amount of heroin 
seized was up 215Tc, cocaine up 143'^o and marijuana up 166ft. 
This does not include the amounts seized by U.S. undercover 
agents overseas working with other countries. 

It is hard to believe that our young people would take these 
drugs if they felt they were really dangerous. One has to 
assume that our youths have good sense. This would mean that 
the adults, who know the truth, have not been able to pass this 
on to the voung people. 

If this Is the case, we must do something to get the facts 
across. As a suggestion, why not select a few examples of what 
drugs can do to people and take them aroundto our schools and 
put them on display. Let our youths see for themselves what 
can happen to them if they play around with drugs. Instead of 
taking students for a visit to the local newspaper once a year, 
take them to a mental hospital where many young drug users 
wind up.

Others may have to file an 
original 1969 declaration on 
Form 1040-15 by January 15, 
if they just met the filing re- 
quirements during the fourth 
quarter. 

Payment of the last install- 
ment of the filing of an origin- 
al or amended declaration 
otherwise due January 15 is not 
required if the taxpayer files 
his 1969 income-tax return and 
pays all of the tax due by 
Monday, Feb.2, 1970.

The glngerbreadman and su- 
gary confections that delight 
the family can be more fun 
than drudgery for mom If she 
uses baking shortcuts and 
modern time-savers. 

Always whip up several bat- 
ches of cookies at the same 
time. You'll save stooping and 
reaching because all the in- 
gredients will be out on the 
counter at once. While one re- 
cipe bakes, you can mix up 
the next. After popping the last 
dozen in the oven, you can 
start cleaning up. 

Does the recipe call for 
greased cookie sheets? Cut 
time and shortening by using 
a paper towel with a small 
piece of margarine or butter 
and greasing in circles on the 
pan where you will lay the 
cookies. 

Every woman who has ever 
rolled cookies to cut knows 
how tough the dough gets after 
she works it in flour. Next 
time, mix half flour and half 
powdered sugar and sprinkle 
the mixture on your pastry 
cloth or dough board. TTie 
cookies will roll easier and 
faster, and the little bit of 
sugar absorbed prevents 
toughening by flour and handl- 
ing. 

When mixing dough too, 
you'll want paper towels handy 
just in case the phone or door- 
bell rings.

To prepare base: Combine 
1 2/3 cups of the sugar in 
heavy saucepan. Cook over 
medium heat, stirring constant- 
ly, until mixture comes to a full 
boil and sugar is dissolved. 
Measure 4 l/2-quarts of the 
popped corn into large kettle. 
Place over medium heat and, 
stirring constantly, gradually 
pour syrup mixture over popped 
corn, stirring until all is comp- 
letely and evenly coated, 3 to 5 
minutes. Remove from heat and 
press mixture into greased 
2-1/2 quart mixing bowl with 
spoon. Let set about 20 min- 
utes. Unmold and leave flat side 
down. Insert 13 1 /2-inch dowel 
stick through center. * 

To prepare middle: Follow 
method for preparing base 
mixture, using I 1/3 cups of

It's not too. late to apply for 
an Army ROTC four-year col- 
lege scholarship.

ard unless prqjer-mreistakwu 

And yet, it Is easy to take 
the precautions that render your 
cut Christmas tree safe and en- 
joyable, said WlUlam A.McEl- 
fresh, extension forestry spec- 
ialist at Virginia Tech. 

The first thing is to make sure 
you get a freshly cut tree. Such 
a tree will not readily burn, if 
the needles have turned brown, 
the tree has already dried out 
to much. 

Keep your tree fresh and 
green by cutting the butt at an 
angle about one inch above tte 
original cut and placing thetree 
in water. This angled cut, said 
McElfresh, gives a fresh sur- 
face for the tree to take y^ 
water. A saw makes a better 
water-absorbing cut than a 
smooth axe cut. 

Store your tree in a cool, 
shady place until it is time for 
use. If possible, sprinkle the 
branches daily with water. When 
you put the tree in the house, put 
it in a water-filled holder. Re- 
member to water the tree while 
it is up. It may use as much as a 
quart of water a day, said the 
specialist. 

Use safe decorations and 
lights. Never use candles or 
open flame on or near the tree. 
Check your tree lights forworn 
and frayed wires that could start 
a fire. The electrical outlet for 
plugging Jn tree lights should be 
away from the tree so the 
lights can be easily disconnect- 
ed in an emergency. 

"A well-shaped, fresh, green 
tree makes a beautiful Christ- 
mas tree. For safety and for 
beauty, keep a green tree in your 
home this Christmas," said 
McElfresh.

A few weeks ago, a husband 
and wife walked softly into the 
brightly-decorated nursery at 
the Richmond office of theChil- 
dren's Home Society of Vir- 
ginia. There, cooing happily in 
a crib, was a chubby, three- 
month-old baby girl. The joy 
felt by this couple was evident 
as they looked down into the 
smiling face of the tiny baby 
who was to become their daugh- 
ter by adoption. 

Scenes such as this have 
occurred nearly 9000 times 
since the Children's Home So- 
ciety of Virginia first began 
bringing children aiid parents 
together through adoption al- 
most 70 years ago. The private, 
non-sectarian agency, with 
headquarters in Richmond, now 
operates four branch offices in 
Roanoke, Arlington, Norfolk and 
Culpepper. 

Throu^ its professional staff 
of registered social workers, 
the Society offers statewide 



adoption services to natural 
and adoptive parents as well 
as boarding home care to in- 
fants pending placement in per- 
manent homes. 

Earl W. Childress, Jr., ex- 
ecutive director of the Chil- 
dren's Home Society of Vir- 
ginia, said that during the first 
nine months of 1969, the Society 
received 464 inquiries from na- 
tural parents desiring adoption 
for their children and 591 re- 
quests from couples wishing to 
become adoptive parents. 

"Unfortunately," said Chil- 
dress, "^ut half of these 
natural and prospective parents 
had to be refused help because 
the Society's facilities were 
filled and funds were simply 
inadequate to provide the nec- 
essary casework services and 
boarding home care. The needs 
of the Society continue to grow 
each year because of the in- 
creasing number of babies who 
need care and placement." 




The Sodetsr 1> a inrivate ag- 
ency, and flierefbre receives 
no siqqwrt from public resour- 
ces. "The amtlnuatlon of our 
work," Childress explained, 
"depends entirdy iqpon volun- 
tary, contributions i^di are, 
of course, tax dedactible." The 
Society is a meniber of the 
United Givers Fund in 46 Vir- 
ginia communities and conducts 
independoit fund drives in 68 
other communities. 

Each Christmas, the Society 
makes a special ^peal for 
financial support from inter- 
ested Vfrginlans In the 68 mm- 
United Givers Fund commun- 
ities. This year, the Society 
is mailing a pair of red paper 
stockings to over 73,000 indi- 
viduals and families across flie 
State. As explained in a covering 
letter, one stocking is the So- 
ciety's holiday greeting to the 
recipient and may be used as a 
decoration on his own Christ- 
mas tree. 

Printed on the other red 
stocking is a list of services 
for ttie infants in the care of 
the Society along with the var- 
ious monetary contributions 
which will provide these ser- 
vices. This stocking, when re- 
turned wltti the individual do- 
nor's gift, will be used to de- 
corate the Christmas tree at 
the Society's headquarters of- 
fice in Richmond. 

"If you could see firsthand, 
you would loiow the great value 
of the dollars you give," Chil- 
dress said. "We hope that each 
person recelvtag our letter, 
and others who learn of our 
need through tite newspapers, 
radio and other media, will 
respond generously so tti^t we 
may continue to provide care 
and placement services for the 
ever-increasing numt)er ofba- 
bies who need loving adoptive 
homes."

Area military leaders re- 
ceived the "grand tour" of 
Plata Junior High School last 

Friday. 

"It is one of the first schools 
where we had a program first 
and developed a school around 
it," Virginia Beach School 
Supt. E. E. Brlckell told the 
group. 

They were also told that the 
school itself is not what makes 



it more e)q)ensive than others 
in the city; It is the equipment 
it contains. The new Bayside 
Junior High School building will 
cost about $100,000 more when 
it is completed and the Kemps- 
villi Junior High building costs 
about $50,000 less. 

The Plaza school is the se- 
cond largest in the school sys- 
tem. It features team teaching 
and closed circuit television.

The television system, which 
will n(4 be in use until after 
Christmas, will be able to show 
seven different programs at a 
time.

In addition to the television, 
the school system is only the 
third in the country to have 
IBM writing laboratories which 
permit students to dictate then 
listen to their compositions. 

The officers wfre told that 
teaching techniques should be 
more effective because of the 
facility. Brickell pointed out 
that all the teaching techniques 
are now in use in other schools 
and that nothing radically new 
is being done at the school. 

The officers expressed some 
concern for students who will 
be attending other high schools 
without such equipment. They 
were told that the schools are 
making changes to prepare for 
these students now. 

Teachers Get 
Higfher Degrees 

Thirty-seven additional Vir- 
ginia Beach teachers have re- 
ceived Master's Degrees since 
last year.

New Lanes 
Developed 

For Bay 

The Coast Guard Buoy Tneder 
"Conifer" set buoys, marking 
the new Chesapeake Bay Traffic 
Lanes which went into effect 
this week. 

The traffic lanes program, 
set up by local Coast Guard 
and shipping officials, under the 
direction of the Commandant of 
the Coast Guard, was developed 
for traffic separation in the app- 
roaches to the Chesapeake Bay 
and off Smith Point. The heavy 
flow of marine traffic in the 
area necessitated this actionby 
the Coast Guard to help cut 
down the heavy Incidence of 
collision in these areas. 

Conventional methods of sta- 
tioning the buoys were judged 
not to be precise enough to set 
the traffic lane markers. 
Therefore, the buoys were set 
within inches of their correct 
position with the aid of "Ray- 
dist", electronic position-fix- 
ing gear on loan from the United 
States Coast and Geodetic Sur- 
vey. Through the use of elec- 
tronic equipment aboard ship 
and three stations located on 
shore, the "Conifer" was able 
to go to any fixed point through 
the use of the readings received 
from the shore stations. 

The two legs of the traffic 
lanes run East and West and 
meet at a junction buoy. Nine 
buoys with black and white vert- 
ical stripes, and short -long 
flashing lights are used to form 
the two separation lanes at the 
Chesapeake Bay entrance just 
off Cape Henry in Virginia 
Beach. Another buoy will be 
stationed later this week at 
Smith Point, in mid-channel, 
to aid in traffic separation. 

To put the Chesap^Jce Bay 
junction buoy well within Inland 
waters, a new line of demarca- 
tion between the Inland and &e 
International Rules of the Road 
has been established. The 
Commandant of the Coast 
Guard, by promulgating a fed- 
eral regulation Saturday, exten- 
ded the jurisdiction of the Inland 
Rules of the Road to two miles 
east of the junction buoy;

Increase 

Bigger checks for ai^roxi- 
mately 168,000 widows are due 
in January, W. H. HighffU, Jr., 
acting manager of the Roancdce 
Veterans Administration Reg- 
ional Office, announced re- 
cently. 

Signed by the President on 
Oct. 27 1969, a new law (PL91- 
96) authorizes Increases for 
most widows of servicemenand 
veterans vlio are eligible for 
dependency and Indemnity 
compensation (DIC). 

Die payments, Highflll ex- 
plained, are authorized for wid- 
ows of servicemen and veter- 
ans who died on or after Jan. 1, 
1957, of service connected cau- 
ses.

the readers ofSUNSURVEYare 
basically split on the question. 

In response to last week's 
SUN SURVEY question, "Should 
party labels be retained in City 
Council elections in VirginUi 
Beach, instead of holding non- 
partisan elections?" 53 per cent 
said "Yes", 46 per cent said 
"No" and one per cent was un- 
decided. The "undecided" vote 
came from a number of govern- 
ment students at Bayside High 
School, where the question was 
posed in class. 

Incidentally the vote there 
was 40 per cent in favor of re- 
tention, 34 per cent in favor of 
doing away with party lables and 
26 per cent undecided, after 
thorough study in class. (See 
letter to the editor, p.4).

Marshall committed himself 
to striving for the best wages

Electoral chairman J<*n 
James and assistant planning 
director, Richard StellpresoJt- 
ed a new 34-precinct plan to 
City CouncilMonday that wouW 
divide the city's largest vot- 
ing precincts into almost equal 
subdivisions, as well as plan for 
the future. 

While council complimented 
Stell auui James on the job, the 
plan was taken under advise- 
ment and further study before 
action is taken Monday, lite 
city has had 26 precincts In 
the past, but long lines develop- 
ed at the largest preclnjte In 
the 1968 Presidential elections 
and in others. Dividing, them 
has been under consideration 
for some time. 

James told Council that In- 
itially there would be no additi- 
onal cost, and that poll sites had 
been secured In all cases. He 
added that notices would be 
posted prior to the April prim- 
ary.

By law precincts are not to 
exceed 1,500 registered voters.

With Minor Changes 



City Manager Roger Scott's 
dty government reorganization 
plaji appears to be one step 
closer to reality following In- 
formal acceptance of the plan 
Monday by City Council, with 
only two major changes. 

The plan Is expected to be 
voted on fovorably Monday in 
regular Council session and 
Implementation is then expect- 
ed to take place slowly over the 
next six monttis. Scott says In- 
itially the plan will cost about 
$26,000 to implement, but that 
eventually the streamlining will 
result in a more economical 
government. 

The changes retained the 
office of the High Constable un- 
der the direction of CltyCoun- 
cll and continued the operation 



and function of the Library 
Board. Scott said both changes 
were acceptable to him, after 
strong objections were raised 
by Council members. 

To be abolished in the plan 
are the Rudee Inlett Authority, 
most of whose members have 
already resigned and whose 
project engineer, L. Dean 
Curtis, has also resigned; the 
advertising board, and the 
civic center board, members 
of both of those boards have 
noted their acceptance of their 
plans. 

Curtis also resigned from his 
position as director of the In- 
dustrial Development Auth- 
ority, effective last Septeinber 
15, but has agreed to stay on 
until June 30, 1970, to help with 



development of the Little Creek 
Industrial Park. Frank Kellam, 
chairman of the authority, with- 
held the announcement of 
Curtis' retirement until Mon- 
day. Curtis, 67, said he would 
prefer to spend more time with 
his family. His position would 
be abolished in the reorganiz- 
ation, but Kellam and Curtis 
both emphasized that the re- 
slgriatlon had been under cdn- 
sideration for some time and 
th|it Curtis had wanted to leave 
last June 30. 

If Council does approve the 
plan Monday, Scott says he will 
begin setting up the new depart- 
ments which make up most of the 
reorganization. There would be 
a new department of Economic 
Development which would pro- 



mote tourist and Industry, and 
search for new Industry, as well 
as anewdepartmentofCom- 
munlty Services, which would 
combine the functions of Pifblic 
Works, Traffic Engineering and 
Public Uttllties. 

Scott said earlier that direct- 
ors of these two departments 
would most likely come from 
outside the city, at a cost of 
about $18,000 in salary for each. 

In addition the Office of the 
City Manager would have a 
public information off leer , 
whose basic duty would be pidJllc 
relations for the city. 

While praising theworkofthe 
citizen advisory boards In the 
past, Scott said the department 
heads would be able to work wifli 
more ease under the new 
system.

Del.-elect Richard D. Guy of 
Virginia Beach says he plans 
to Introduce new legislation 
during the 1970 General Assem- 
bly session to facilitate obtain- 
ing more convictions of persons 
charged with Illegal possession 
of marijuana. 

Guy indicated his feelings are 
that the present laws making 
conviction of a first time off- 
ender on charges of possession 
of marijuana being guilty of a 
felony with possible punishment 
of three to five years in prison 
tefds to hinder the courts. 

His proposal would reduce 
first offenders from the cate- 
gory of a felony to that of a 
misdemeanor, with conviction 
carrying a penalty of a max- 
imum jail sentenceof 12 months 
and/or a fine not to exceed 
$500. The new bill would, how- 
ever, ejqpose a second time 
offender to a felony conviction 
with punishment of a one to three 
years prison term and/or a 
maximum fine of $2,000. Per- 
sons found guilty of a third 
offense would be subject to a 
prison term of up to 10 years 
and a maximum fine of $5,000. 

Guy Indicated he has already 
contacted Hie Richmond head- 
quarters qI the Virginia Div- 
ision of ^atutory Research and 
Drafting wltb a reqi^that bis 
proposals be incor^rated into 
new legislation in time to bp 
introduced during the forthconi- 
ing General Assembly session.

Seniors Get Week 



A proposal to set aside a 
week next spring to graduating 
seniors in Virginia Beach 
Schools was approved by the 
Virginia, Beach School Board 
Tuesday. 

The proposal was brought be- 
fore the Board by Student Coop- 
erative Association and senior 
class officers of local junior 
and high schools. Rod Amis, 
president of the Kellam High 
School SCA, presented the plan 
to the Board. The idea resulted 
from a series of meetings held 
by school representatives re- 
cently with School Supt. E. E. 
Brickell. 



The schedule for the week 
(dates are still to be decided) 
would begin on a Monday with 
Mayor Frank Dusch proclaim- 
ing Senior Week officially. 
Tapes of this would be played 
at all schools. 

On the second day each high 
school would elect a Senior 
City Councilman. On the third 
day the Senior Gouncilmen 
would meet at City Hall and 
elect a Senior Mayor. Then 
the group would decide the 
agenda for Thursday and Friday. 
They would also visit schools 
other than their own and poss- 
ibly speak at Senior assemblies. 

Within the schools Senior tea- 
chers and Senior principals 
would replace the regular 
school staffs on Thursday and 
Friday, acting under the super- 
vision of teachers and princi- 
pals. This would be the official 
Senior Day with appropriate 
programs. , 

Climaxing the week would be 
a dance for all seniors at the 
Civic Center. 

Special identification cards 
are to be printed and issued to 
seniors for eligibility to the 
various events. 

In other action, three Board 
members were sworn in for 
three -year terms. They are 
Robert H. DeFord, Jr., Ralph 
Frost and Dr. Charles P. 
Fletcher. 



A report was given on the 
activities of the building and 
grounds department by J. C. 
Lindsey and Buddy S. Martin. 

Martin said that he considers 
his job to do the "best job at 
the lowest cost." His staff con- 
sists of 40 people on call 24 
hours a day, 365 days a year, 
as evidencwi by the fire at 
Kings Grant School which ex- 
tended salvage operations into 
the Christmas holidays last 
year. As an example, Martin 
said that eight television sets 
which were declared a total 
loss by the insurance company 
were repaired by his depart- 
ment for about $300, a savings 
of about $1,300. However, he 
said it is cheaper to contract 
painting jobs. 

In addition the department 
has handled such jobs as con- 
verting seven former class- 
rooms at the Center for Eff- 
ective Learning into offices for 
elementary supervisory pers- 
onnel and putting in new elec- 
trical lines at Seatack Elemen- 
tary School. Martin said that 
his department had 7,344 main- 
tenence calls during the 1968-69 
school year for an average of 
30 calls per working day. 

Lindsey said his department 
performed such jobs as over- 
hauling and painting tractors 
at the schools on a regular 
basis, erecting fences at sev- 
eral schools, hauling 200 truck 
loads of dirt to prepare a physi- 
cal education area at Bayside 
High School, putting down weed 
killer and mulch and cutting 
600 acres of grass. 

The School Board approved 
a request from the Thalia Fire 
Department to add a room to 
its existing building on land 
leased from the School Board. 

Also approved was a request 
for authority to execute a con- 
tract to construct a maintence 
warehouse and textbook deposi- 
tory. The low bid was $73,700. 




Care 

Prevents 

Tragedy 

Residents are being reminded 
again of the increased potential 
of fire hazards in their dec- 
orating homes for the holidays. 
Milton C. Holland, chief, cit>' 
Fire Prevention Bureau, is of- 
fering a few suggestions to help 
residents make their homes 
attractive and yet protect them- 
selves from potential fire haz- 
ards. 

One f the major points to 
consider is the fireproofing of 
natural Christmas trees being 
used in the home, keeping in 
mind that most trees have been 
cut perhaps several months in 
advance and therefore w41 dry 
out very quickly when brought 
indoors. 

The absolute minimum pre- 
caution is to make a new cut 
in the trunk of the tree and 
keep the tree in water while 
displayed in the home. 

Holland points out that nat- 
ural trees can be rendered 
flame resistant by spraying 
with, or dipping in, an approved 
fire retardant solution. A sim- 
ple solution can be made by 
mixing a pound of borax and 
a pint of boric acid in 3 1/2 
gallons of water. The tree should 
be thoroughly soaked and allow- 
ed to dry completely before 
decorating. 

Nutrient solutions also have 
significant value as long as 
the tree can absorb the mixture. 
A suggested nutrient solution 
formula is to combine one gal- 
lon of boiling water with a mix- 
ture of four teaspoons of chlor- 
inated household bleach, two 
cups of light corn syrup and 
four tablespoons of green gar- 
den micronized iron (which is 
available at most garden supply 
stores, florists or hardware 
stores). Before inserting the 
tree in thp prepared solution 
a new cut should be made in 
the tree and the trunk mashed 
at this cut to allow better 
absorption. 

Natural trees used for indoor 
decoration should be discarded 
as soon as possible and should 
be kept away from sources of 
heat while in use. 

Holland also points out that 
wh^h using strings of li^ts 
for decorations, both indoors 
and outdoors, to inspect the 
wiring for labels to indicate 
they have beei. properly ap- 
proved for use. When using 
lights for outdoor use make 
certain the system has been 
properly grounded. String of 
lights should not be used on 
aluminund trees because of a 
possible electrical shock haz- 
ard resulting from any short 
circuit in the system. 

When using plastic trees for 
indoor decorations the trees 
should be checked for combust- 
ibility and flame resistance be- 
fore being decorated with lights. 
Some of the trees have a ten- 
dency to melt and drip from a 
high degree of hea't and could 
possibly result in a fire by 
igniting packages beneath the 
tree. 

A few other safeguards which 
Holland recommends to protect 
your family and home from fires 
during the holiday season is to 
avoid the use of lighted candles 
on Christmas trees and to make 
certain they are not near any

This fact was proven this past 
week during the routine police 
check of cars p a r k e d by shop- 
pers in the Pembroke Mall 
parking lost. Such "checks" 
are carried out by police 
officers patrolling parking 
areas to protect valuables left 
in cars and apprehending any- 
one who attempting to steal 
articles from unattended cars, 
or even steal the car. 

During his patrols of the 
Mall parking lot by police of- 
ficer J. L. Butler, attached to 
the 3rd Police Precinct, a tab- 
ulation was made of his check- 
ing 400 unattended auto's. The 
results showed that 98 cars 
were left in secure condition. 
This involved the closing of 
all windows and doors, the lock- 
ing of all doors, removing ig- 
nition keys, and not leaving any 
packages or other valuables in 
a manner l)y which they could 
be seen from outside. However 
126 of the unattended cars had 
unlocked doors, windows open, 
and/ or doors which had been 
believed to have been locked 
but which were not fully closed 
thus allowing entry into the car. 

The remaining 176 unattend- 
ed cars which were checked 
contained packages and/or 
other valuables clearly visible 
from outside the car, thus in- 
viting thieves to breakin. Many 
of the packages appeared to be 
newly purchased Christmas 
gifts, as was evident by their 
wrappings. The other valuables 
included a wide assbrtment of 
articles such as clothing of 
various descriptions and value, 
briefcases, cameras, portable 
radios, glasses, fishing equip- 
ment aiKl even bowling balls 
in their carrying cases. 

Another significant fact con- 
cerning the "unsecure" cars 
was that a surprisingly large 
percentage of the unattended 
cars which were unlocked, or 
with windows open, also con- 
tained packages and/or other 
valuables which could e^ily be 
stolen by thieves. 
^ Those shoppers whose cars 
may have been involved in this 
tabulation are to congratulated 
on one &ct, however: no ignition 
keys were found in any of the 
400 cars involved in the survey. 

One lady shopper who had 
just emerged from the stores 
and retu^'ned to her auto as 
Officer Butler was just closing 
a door which he found unlocked 
asked if anything was wrong. 
When informed that, her car 
was just being checked as part 
of a program against thievery 
and iarcencies and that her car 
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had been left unlocked, she 
thanked Butler, entered her,car 
and promptly locked all doors 
from the inside before driving 
from the parking lot.

A ccreditation Is Goal 



Virginia Wesleyan College 
has moved one step closer to 
full accreditation by action of 
the Southern Association of 
Colleges and Schools at its 
annual meeting this month. 

Gordon W. Sweet, executive 
secretary of the Commission 
on Colleges of the Association, 
announced that Virginia Wesle- 
yan College has been designat- 
ed as "a recognized candidate 
for accreditation." "Candid- 
acy," according to the stand- 
ards of the regional accrediting 
agency, "indicates that an 
institution is progressing stea- 
dily and properly toward ac- 
creditation." 

A senior coUege cannot 
achieve full accreditation until 
one class has been graduated. 
Virginia Wesleyan will have 
its first commencement in 
June 1970. 

An evaluation committee will 
visit Virginia WesleyanCollege 
in the spring cf 1970 and a 
favorable report from that 
committee to the Association's 
annual meeting in the fall of 
1970 could lead to full accred- 
itation, according to an Asso- 



ciation official. That is the 
earliest possible date for full 
accreditation from the South- 
ern Association of Colleges and 
Schools. 

Virginia Wesleyan received 
approval from the Virginia 
State Boatd of Education on the 
first two years of work in May 
1968 and received provisional 
approval from the State Coun- 
cil of Higher Education in the 
spring of 1969 to award the 
baccalaureate degree in June 
of 1970. 

The fulltime enrollment for 
the fall semester of 1969 at 
Wesleyan is 480 as compared 
to 261 last fall. This includes 
students from 19 states, the 
District of Columbia and three 
foreign countries. There are 
50 members of the faculty and 
administrative staff. 

Wesleyan is now offering 
courses in l8 areas, of study 
including English, history, po- 
litical science, French, Span- 
ish, Russian, philosophy. Re- 
ligion, psychology, sociolog\-, 
chemistry, biology, mathemat- 
ics, education, economics, 
geography, drama and art.

Now the Plan Must Work 



City Manager Roger Scott's 
reorganization plan of city 
government appears to have 
passed its initial and major 
hurdle. City Council, which in- 
formally accepted the plan with 
two exceptions last Monday is 
expected to pass it formally 
next Monday. 

Keeping the status quo on the 
appointment of the High Cons- 
table and on his duties as we 
suggested editorially last week 
was one of the exceptions. Also 
maintaining the library board 
as an advisory committee would 
appear to be a wise move, 
since that board has been of 
such service in the past. 

Scott says the implementation 
cost will not be excessive and 
eventually economy will be the 
outcome. Hopefully both parts 
of the statement are true. Time 
must be the deciding factor 
now. 

While we favor any move 



to streamline any governmental 
operation, this plan must now 
cause some surgery in the com- 
bination of departments and in 
the reduction of authority of 
others. 

The city of Virginia Beach 
has been fortunate in having so 
much dedicated talent in its 

of this will be lost to dmmos^^^^ 
or personal feelings. And to 
search outside our ranks for the 
new departmental heads as Scott 
has suggested, seems unwise, 
unless there is proof positive 
that those within cannot fulfill 
those needs. 

The plan is a far- reaching one 
that generally speaking, appears 
to prepare the city for the 
continued growth expected in 
the 70' s. Now, if it is passed 
Monday, we can hope the imple- 
mentation can be as fast and 
as smooth as the passage.

Certainly there is merit on 
both sides of the question to do 
away with partisan politics in 
the Virginia Beach City Coun- 
cil elections of the future. 

Other cities have done it and 
none seems the worse for wear. 
The other two large cities in 
Virginia, Norfolk and Richmond, 
have had the non-partisan elec- 
tions for years, although there 
has always been little difficulty 
in determining the party affil- 
iations of the candidates anyway. 

Also the time, effort' and 
money involved in a primary 
election or convention is ques- 
tionable. Several persons have 
said they cannot afford the time 
or money to run in two cam- 
paigns. 

But, on the other side of the 
coin, partisan politics is good 
enough for us on all other 
levels of government, and pri- 
mal- ies and conventions are 
surely the accepted ways of 
choosing the best candidates, or 



at least the ones the most people 
want. 



In Virginia Beach at present 
we have a somewhat unusual 
situation, if not a unique one. 
Both major parties want the 
party labels kept. Perhaps not 
for the exact same reasons, 
but they do agree. 

Those who would do away 
with the labels contend theirs 
is a streamlining method. Those 
in favor of keeping them say 
there is more chance for the 
best candidates to be chosen 
by the process of elimination 
and by standing up for what they 
really believe. 

Ultimately City Council must 
make the decision. There is 
strong feeling on both sides. 
But no matter how it is done, 
we, the voters, should have our 
say now through our elected 
representatives, then at the 
polls in the future, whether 
voting for a political party or 
not. Only in that way can we 
have the best government.

I The Future of Parties i 



In the course of researching a 
story on shoplifting we have be- 
come aware of a number of 
shocking facts, not the least 
of which is that shoplifting 
flourishes in Virginia Beach 
and elsewhere in spite of con- 
certed efforts to stem the tide. 

There are professional shop- 
lifters, who employ many dev- 
ious methods to ply their trade. 
There are also kleptomaniacs 
who cannot help themselves. 
But they make up only a small 
percentage of shoplifters. 

The vast majority is made of 
average-looking men and 
women, as well as a large 
number of teenagers, male and 
female, who steai for fun, for 
thrills or Just for the act of 
stealing itself. 

I^ny are caught on their first 
try. Others are not, and too 
often they go bn until they 
are cch^. ^oirtlty measures 



in all stores, including guards, 
mirrors, hidden cameras, clos- 
ed circuit TV and many other 
methods dre making it more 
difficult, for the shoplifters. ^ 
But it still occurs, and billions 
of dollars in merchandise is 
lost to these thieves each year 
in America. The cost of this 
is, of course, passed along to 
us. 

Fortunately laws have been 
strengthened in recent years, 
and more stores are willing 
to become involved in press- 
ing charges. But new laws 
and more enforcement must 
still be had. And the rest of 
us must be willing to become 
involved too, in the event we 
see shoplifters at work. Not 
only is it our duty to report 
this, but it could eventually 
mean a substantial savings to 
our pocketbooks. ^ 



Partisan politics are receiving a new scru- 
tinization in Virginia Beach. What the reasons 
are for this new searching look depends on 
whom one talks to about it. 

The more liberal factions are in favor of 
doing away with party labels, particularly in 
tbe Virginia Beach City Council elections. 
They cite, on the surface, the high cost of 
campaigning in a primary and in a general 
election and the long time involved in campaign- 
ing in two separate elections. They fail to 
mention their lack of success as independ- 
ents. 

They maintain that a city government should 
be non-partisan, so as to serve the best in- 
terests of all the citizens. That part may well 
be true, but looking to the past four years, 
it would be impossible to show where tbe 
U present City Council members played part- 
isan politics or where their party was any 
more successful or not so successful because 
they were in office. 

Yet all 11 were elected as Democrats, so 
chosen from the ranks of the Democratic 
primary. Only one exception now is in office. 
J. Curtis Payne was an appointee, a Demo- 
cratic appointee, as a matter of fact, sent to 
Council to All tbe term of Paul Brown at 
Brown's death. And he has already announc- 
ed that be is running this time, as a Demo- 
crat. 

Also the other incumbent who have announ- 
ced their candidacy have done so as Democrats. 
The only difference is so far is that now most 
of them are "independent" Democrats, "not 
aligned with any faction." 

That sounds very good in campai^ speeches, 
and may attract some of that "independent" 
vote we hear so much about, but in tbe past 
the most successful canidates in Virginia Beach 
have had to be on one side or another and 
have had to stand up and be counted before the 
voters had their say. Of course they lave re- 
jected one side or another also rather soundly, 
which after all, is the name oflhegame. Close 
elections represent mostly confusion on tbe 
part of the voters and/or no rwlly strong 
cani(^tes. 

Non-partisan councilmatic races in other 
cities have been successftil, but there is never 
any doi*t on the jart of the voter what party 
ttie cancUdatra repr^enU They certainly drat 
try to hide their affliiauons, ana onen ex- 
exploit them to uivantage. And whi^ is so 
non-parti»n aboitf tta^

Tbe situtation in Virginia Beach is further 
complicated at present by both tbe Democratic 
and R^ublican committees w^ting the party 
labels and their own particular brand of 
choosing candidates retained. On that matter, 
at least there is non-partisan agreement. 

Probably one of the best arguments for 
retaining labels can be seen in Virginia Beach 
already. With six months before the Council 
election the field is already crowded especi- 
ally in some boroughs. In some cases there 
are independent and Democrats already an- 
nounced. Republicans are e;q}ected to join 
in also in other cases. At least the voters 
will have an opportunity in the Democratic 
primary to narrow the field somewhat in an 
election ttiat is expected to turn out a record 
number of canidates, regardless of labels 
or parties, or conventions, or primaries or 
whatever. 

When tbe field is so large, anything can 
haK>en, but past experience had showed that 
party label Is helpful in a general election. 
Independents have never fared too well, here 
or elsewhere. 

In some GOP quarters there is feeling that 
the Democrats want to get rid of labels in 
Virginia Beach because, of the showing of 
Republicans on tbe statewide level in Nov- 
ember. That doesn't follow, if one looks at 
the slwwing of the local Democrats, and 
the past record of the GOP in local elect- 
ions. Incidentally this, will mark the first 
major effort in a City Council race for the 
Republicans, who are most interested in 
assessing their strength. 

The question will never really be resolved. 
There ^ are good arguments on both sides, 
and both methods have enjoyed succ^ses 
and' fkilures elsewhere, hi Virginia Beach 
what we must now turn our thoughts to is 
June 1970 and the Council election. Unless 
tbe Democratic City Council sees fit to 
challenge the Democratic Committee of the 
city Uiere will be a primary in April. But 
what happens in 1972 Is up to that same 
Democr^c City Council... .unless it faUs to 
act on ttiat part of the pn^iosal at aU and 
leaves it to ttie Cooncil dot will be elected 
in 1970. WouklB't ttot be a fine way to handle 
if?

Take our foreign aid give away program. It is bankrupt, 
and we are not far behind it, but we can't seem to admit it 
was a flop and stop it. Big Brother has, for many years now, 
been saying: "We admit it hasn't worked but rather than stop 
it, lets just cut it down so the mistake won't be so big. If we 
keep it within acceptable limits, we can live with our \aA 
program." 

Other countries have tried this sucker trap with equal fail- 
ure. Bad pennies seem to turn up everywhere. Even Russia 
tried its hand at being a "Sugar Daddy" to the world. We 
haven't beard too much about this^Om our major news media 
but it is true.

Question: Can I take a bus- 
iness deduction for the bottles 
of whiskey I buy as Christmas 
gifts for my customers? 

Answer: Yes, business gifts 

are a deductible expense as long 

as they do not exceed $25, to 

any one customer during the 

year. If gifts total more than 

$25, only $25 may be deducted. 

A gift to a customer's wife or 

•Ofhild must generally be includ- 

' ed with any gift to the customer 

"TBlmself in figuring the $25 limit. 

Note' that gifts which cost $4 
or less are not subject to this 
Umrtif -your ftame Is «l^rly 
and permanently printed on the 
item ,and is one of a number of 
iderifical items distributed by 
you. This would cover calen- 
dars, pens and similar items. 

Question: Can I deduct my 
veteij'inary fees when I figure 
out my farm income on Schedule 
-f , Form 1040? 

Answer: Yes, veterinary fees 
as well as medicine for farm 
livf§tock are deductible when 
you report farm income and ex- 
penses. Veterinary care for 
personal pets is not deductible. 

Qaestion: I have fully sup- 
ported my grandnjother for 
years. Will we still be able 
to ;claim her as a dependent 
thife' yeai" even though she is 
noW-'in 'a rest home.' 

Answer: Yes, you may still 
claim her, so long as you con- 
tinue to support her and she 
meets the other dependency 
tests. A close relative, your 
grahdfnother for example, does 
not'have to be a member of your 
hoiis^old' to qualify as a de- 
pendent. 

If j/our grandmother is in a 
rest home primarily because 
of the m«iical care provided 
there, the entire cost of her 
maintenance is considered a 
medical expense. If personal or 
family reasons prompted the 
decision for her to enter the 
hohie, only those expenses 
specifically for medical care 
will be considered deductible 
mWIcal expenses.

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Gifts Were Once a Crime 



WUle millions of Americauos 
give flowers by wire, perfume 
by ttie bottle and even gems 
(by gosh!) few among those who 
give and receive the gifts this 
Christmas will realize what a 
long and delightful history the 
custome of gift-giving has. 

It was the Three Wise Men 
who gave the first Christmas 
gifts in history, although the 
earUest Christians reused to 
exchange presents. To them, 
the custom was a heathen one— 
because gift-giving played a 
prominent role in many pagan 
festivals. 

In time, they accepted the 
exchange of gifts as an ex- 
pression of rejoicing — and 
legends about the bringers of 
gifts began to grow. 

The jplly gent we know as 
St. Nidc, for example, is based 
on tlie real-life St. Nicholas, 
bish(^ of Myra in Asia Minor 
(modern Ttarkey) in the fourth 
century. Legendary even in his 
own time for his generosity, 
and his love of children, he 
is said to have gone on many 
a mysterious journey carrying 
secret gifts to the poor. On one 
of these e]q;>editions, so the 
story goies, he dropped a t)ag of 
gold down a chimney. It fell by 
accident into a stocking hung 
up to dry by the fire— and 
_prompted generations of hope- 
ful children to hang up their 
hosiery, too. 



Many gifts are wrapped with 
the aid of Christmas seals, yet 
few America^ have any notion 
of when or where these origin- 
ated. They were first used in 
Copenhagen, Denmark, in 1904- 
the brainstorm of a postal clerk 
named Holboell, who dreamed 
them up as a benefit for a 
children's hospital. 

The gift-giving customs of 
many lands form an interest- 
ing contrast to our own. Greek 
children rustle up their own 
gifts: on Christmas Day they 
go the rounds collecting raisins, 
walnuts, figs and sweets. In 
Newfoundland, and important 
Christmas gift Is-fisb! Local 
fishermen fish for the church 
on Christmas Day, donating 
their catch to the parish. 

Some countries enjoy Christ- 
mas giving so much that they 
do it twice: the French exchange 
gifts on New Year's Day, but 
the children are vi^tedbyPere 
Noel on Christmas Eve. Italian 
children receive their main 
presents on Jan. 6, but they and 
their parents draw for little 
gifts on Christmas Eve from an 
"Urn of Fate." 

And Icelanders must hurry if 
they want to unwrap tbfeir pre- 
sents Christmas morning. Al- 
most the entire holiday must 
be spent in church services— 
for in Iceland there are only 
four hours of light on Christmas 
Day!

GivlDg to VM poor remained a 
vital part of Christmas cele- 
brations in the centuries to 
come, hi England, on the day 
after Christmas, clergymen us- 
ed to opnithe church aims-box- 
es uxl distribute the money to 
the needy. Later, it became 
customary to give boxes of 
money to die needy. Later, it 
became customary to give box- 
es of money on that day to 
people who had served you dur- 
ing the year. December 26 is 
still known as Boxing Day in 
Britahu 

The custom of l)estowing gifts 
on friends and family members 
was pcqMilarized in England by 
King Henry VH, whose services 
are used extensively during the 
Christmas season. Henry's 
granddai^er, Queen Elizabetti 
I, made the mostof ttiis custom: 
she depended on Christmas gifts 
to replenish her wardrobe, and 
made it very clear to courtiers 
that ttiey had lietter come ac- 
cross handsomely on Christ- 
mas Day. Court records show 
that the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury gave her $200 every Yule 
for clothers. Court ladies pre- 
sented her with the first silk 
stockings worn in Europe, and 
even the royal dustman (garbage 
collector) came through witti 
two bolts of fine linen for tlie 
royal lingerie. 

Father Christmas, as the 
English counterpart of Sairta 
is called, rode high for another 
40 years after the reign of 
Good Queen Bess. Then the 
Pur tains took over. They a- 
bolished him and his gifts, and 
indeed all Christmas cele- 
brations, as fit only for heathen. 

The stern Puritans brou^ 
dieir distrust of Christmas 
merriment to New Ei^land's 
shores as well; in 1659, the 
observance of Christmas in 
Massachusetts became a penal 
offense! 

On t!ie other hand, fun-loving 
Dutch settlers had already 
brought "Sinter Klass" to New 
Amsterdam. Lat^r, a GermM 
colony moved to Pennsylvuy^ 
along with their gift-brin|«r, 
Christkindlein— who gaveustte 
name "Kris Kringle". Other 
immigrant groups contritMted 
their own legends and customs 
of Christmas giving. And in 
1822, *a Presbyterian divinity 
professor named Clement C. 
Moore sat down and combined 
many of these elements into a 
rather well-known poem begin- 
ning "Twas the night before 
Christmas..." 

The "Visit from St. Nich- 
olas" described by Dr. Moore 
was modest in oomparison to 
some of St. Nick's later trips. 
Americans have long been gen- 
erous Yuletlde givers. Seamen 
used to bring their families rare 
and costly presents gathered 
from the Orient: spices, silks, 
china and teakwood. St. Nicholas 
was the patron saint of sailors 
as well as children.

ton's men had little for which 
to be thankful. They were cold, 
hungry, and poorly clothed. The 
Hessians were confident of vic- 
tory and seem to have begun 
*their festivities with the drink- 
ing of grog the previous evening. 
The attack by Washington found 
them ill prepared for the rigors 
of battle. 

Holiday trees did not come 
into general use in the U. S. 
until several decades after 
the Revolutionary War.Al- 
though the custom probably 
started in Pennsylvania, the 
first recorded account of a 
Christmas tree seemstobejthat 
of Charles FoUen in 1832. He 
was apolitical refugee from 
Germany who was a teacher at 
Harvard. He decorated a tree 
as a part of a Christmas party 
for his small son, as a remem- 
brance of similar events In the 
fatherland. 

Another political refugee 
from Germany, Charles Minn- 
egerode, made the Christmas 
tree \famous in Williamsburg, 
la Xikz he became a teacher of 
Greek and Latin at the College 
of William and Mary. He became 
frtenflly with Judge Nathaniel 
Tucker, and decorated a tree in 
his Home Ihat Christmas. This 
ev'^nt' attracted much attention 
and ^thin a few years many 
othef homes had trees. From 
this beginning also developed 
,the custom of lighting a 
community tree each year on 
Christmas Eve near the Tucker 
residence in the town of 
Williamsburg. 

The first Christmas tree in 
a church seems to have been 
installed in 1851 by Pastor Henry 
Schwan in Cleveland, Ohio. His 
parishioners objected to this 
pagan practice, and some mem- 
bers of the congregation were 
threatened with harm. The min- 
ister convinced his flock that 
Christmas trees were a Christ- 
ian rite, and oppostion soon 
stopped. 

And so, new customs even 
those as fine as the decorating of 
Christmas trees, often receive 
strong resistance when flrst in- 
troduced. But hot tempers cool, 
enthusiasm grows, and new 
practices become old trad- 
itions.

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Shoplifting: Is a No No

Anyone contemplating shop- 
liftli^ as an easy way to finish 
his or her Christmas shopping 
better think twice. 

An experiment by the VIR- 
GINIA BEACH SUN has proved 
that it's iiot so easy to get 
away with store merchandise. 
Even though the newspaper's 
"thief" picked up a number of 
items, she was stopped before 
she left the store. 

One of the crimes which in- 
creases every holiday season 
is that of shoplifting, when re- 
tail stores are crowded with 
shoppers in search of gifts and 
store counters are brimming 
over with merchandise. 

Retail merchants of Virginia 
Beach are taking steps to com- 
bat the annual losses as a result 
of shoplifters. Some of these 
steps include not only the use 
of uniformed police officers 
patrolling aisles of the stores, 
but throu^ the use of internal 
security personnel in clothing 
such as thiait worn by the average 
shopper, and by the use of de- 
tection devices such as closed 
circuit television cameras con- 
• tinually reeerding activities- in 
the store, and the use of two-way 
mirrors which permit close 
scrutiny of those in the store. 

The VIRGINIA BEACH SUN 
discussed shoplifting with police 
Sgt.'s C. E. Carlson, Sr. and 
D. Creelman, Jr., both of whom 
at various times work as in- 
ternal security officers in de- 
partment stores of the city. 

When Carlson was asked what 
type people are usually involved 
in shoplifting he said, "There 
is no particular age group. They 
include old people as well as 
young people." Carlson also 
said indications are shoplifters 
are equally divided l)etwe€n 
males and females. He also 
pointed out, "The majority of 
people that are caught taking 
the merchandise nearly always 
have the money to pay for the 
items—if they want to." 

Creelman added, "The ma- 
jority of shoplifting is in the 
clothing Une. Second is jewel- 
ry, such as costume jewelry, 
necklaces, etc." Creelman also 
Touched upon the type of person 
who engages in shoplifting by 
saying "At Christmas time you 
have basically honest people 
who perhaps are short of money 
and turn to shoplifting to fiU 
their needs for gifts." 

Police officials point out that 
under recent revisions in the 
la\y a shoplifter no longer has 
to leave a store before being 
arrested. Present day laws pro- 
vide for the charging of such 
persons, who are apprehended 
inside the store, with unlawful 
concealment of merchandise. 

One of the Virginia Beach 
firms which has a respected 
record for apprehending shop- 
lifters as a result of their in- 
ternal security system, and for 
the prosecution of shoplifters is 
the recently opened Zayres De- 
partment Store at Witchduck 
Road and Virginia Beach Blvd. 

The question of dealing with 
young people who may shoplift 
was discussed with Zayres 
General Manager Charles Kope- 
Iman. He said, "Many parents 
unknowingly contribute to the 
future delinquency of their 
children by not questioning the 
.child who comes home with 
small toys or other articles 
for which they knew the child 
did not have money to buy. 
Teenagers especially think it's 
a game, and that they will get 
off with a slap on the wrist." 
Kopelman added, "They are 
very much surprised when they 
are delivered to their homes 
by a police officer or have to be 
picked up at a police station 
(after being caught shoplifting) 
because we will prosecute." 

Zayres record for dealing 
with shoplifters lead to the 
possibility of the VIRGINIA 
BEACH SUN'S testing the store 
through a first hand experiment. 
With full permission from the 
store's management, and full 
cooperation of the stores di- 
rector of internal security, Miss 
Lucia W. Harrison, SUN staff 
artist, went into.the store in an 
attempt to engage in shoplifting 
without being caught. None of 
the store employees or mem- 
bers of the internal security 



staff were aware of the exper- 
iment being conducted. 
Miss Harrison met with the 

internal security director at a 
location outside the store, and 
some distance from it, and was 
'instructed that if she was not 
apprehended within a given 
length of time to report to the 
office thus ending the experi- 
ment. 

She entered the store by her- 
self and proceeded to go about 
her "shopUfting". Within min- 
utes she was escorted to the 
office by two members of the 
internal security staff who ob- 
served her making the rounds 
of the store and apprehended 



her with "the loot," including a 
pair of curtains concealed on 
her person. 

The experiment points out 
that if you are contemplating 
engaging in shoplifting, Virginia 
Beach is not the city to fre- 
quent. Remember too, that lady 
who appears to be making the 
rounds of the store in search of 
a number of articles, or that 
man who you feel is trying to 
decide on a suitable gift could 
very well be a member of the 
store's internal security staff, 
observing you in the act of 
shoplifting and will in a few 
moments be very politely asking 
you to "come to the office with 
me, please."

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First Step Taken 



City Council comes back from 
Christmas vacation Monday 
morning once again to wade Into 
the sand-clogged waters of Rud- 
Inlet. The immediate problem 
of clearing the sand trap ttiere 
may be solved, but the future 
of the entire project and the 
development of the area re- 
mains in doubt. 

The latest informal dis- 
cussion comes as the result of 
action taken last week by the 
Virginia Beach Erosion Com- 
mission. The commission 
adopted a resolution at Its meet- 
ing last week, agreeing to pick 
up the approximator $166,000 
tab for dredging the sand trap 
to the desired depth of 18 feet. 
The work Is to be done by 
Hlggerson-Buchanan, Inc., of 
Chesapeake, and Is expected to 
take about three months. 

Meanwhile one of the two 
commission dredges will con-; 
tlnue to work on shoaling In the 
channel Itself, weather permlt- 
Ung. 

But the resolution has a kick- 
er In it that Council must dis- 
cuss and decide upon. It says 
the commission wlU pay If 
Council agrees to provide In 
the future a new dredge at a 
cost of about $130,000 and a new 
pumping station about midway 
on the boardwalk at an cost of 
about$70,000, the difference In 
the dredging contract and ttie 
equipment and station to be 
paid by the commission. 

Although that was generally 
agreed upon In closed session 
by Interested parties about two 
months a«o, there Is speculat- 
ion Council will not take too 
kindly to the demands. One 
commissioner, Herbert Holt, 
votef^^^ ttain i l t he resolution. 
He said even Council action now 
Is not binding. He has longbeen 
a foe (tf the commission operat- 
ing In Rudee Inlet at all. 
The other resolution adopted 



by the commlsssion turns down 
the City Manager's request that 
the commission take over main- 
tenance of the trap and channel 
In Rudee Inlet and In the future. 
The resolution says the com- 
mission "regrets it cannot ac- 
cept the responsibility at this 
time." 

What this will do to the Er- 
osion Commission's city bud- 
get in the future and what Coun- 
cil will do about the refusal l)y 



the state-chartered commis- 
sion Is not known. Coimcil 
members and city officials say 
they hope to work out a comp- 
romise. 

Commission chairman E. H. 
Church says he sees no emer- 
gency in the area, but charter 
boat operators say ttey do. They 
have retained attorng^lchard

board. In a closed session 10 
days ago. Council agreed to 
adopt the rest of Uie plan If the 
constable and library board re- 
mained unchanged. 

The reorganization is the 
first gover mental structure 
change since the merger of 
Virgil^ Beach and Princess 
Anne County In 1963. The new 
plan was drawn up for gr«iter 
efficiency and to establish an 
orderly "chain of command" 
while eliminating overlaiq}ing 
of departments witiiin the city. 
The plan reduces from about 30 
to 10 ttie number of people re- 
porting direcUy to ttie city man- 
ager.

With only brief discussion 
Monday Virginia Beach City 
Council took tiie first step to- 
ward making far-reaching char- 
ter changes concerning councll- 
matlc elections. 

The major change will remove 
party politics from aU Council 
elections after 1970, if the Vir- 
ginia General Assembly passes 
the recommended charter chan- 
ges as expected. Originally the 
resolution was drawn for non- 
partisan elections beginning 
next year, but before it was 
considered the city Democratic 
committee had planned for an 
April primary and the city Re- 
publican committee had planned 
to nominate Its candidates by 
convention. 

It was ti»e feeling of City 
Attorney Harry MarshaU that 
even emergency legislation 
could not override a previously 
caUed primary. Thus ttie "after 
1970" provision was added.

The non-partisan issue boiled 
briefly at a public hearing last 
weA when representatives of 
both parties sought the con- 
tlnuatuion of the old methods. 
But Monday only Councilman 
George Ferrell and Murray 
Malbcn sought more conslder- 
attwj of retention of pari> 
labels. Thev rtid so lu the in- 
fori^ session, but vlwi the 



matter reached the Council 
floor the vote was unanimous. 
Most Councilmen favored the 
non-partisan election from the 
beginning, cltylng ttie time and 
money involved in two cam- 
paigns. All were elected on ttie 
Democratic ticket In 1966, ex- 
cept Curtis Payen, who was 
appointed to fill a vacancy. 
Payne said perhaps the next 
Council should decide the Issue, 
but Lawrence Marshall said it 
seemed to be the concensus 
to go ahead now. 

City Attorney Marshall sug- 
gested tt could be tried once 
and changed If U wasn't liked. 
In the other major change, 
five Councilmen elected in 1970 
wiU only get two-year terms. 
The otiier six will get four, 
setting In motion future stag- 
gering of. terms to Insure con- 
tinuity. Therefore anottier City 
Council election will take place 
in 1972. 

The method of deciding who 
would get tiie four-year terms 
wa^i the bone of contention. It 
was earler decided that of tiie 
four at-large Councilmen elec- 
ted In June ttie two receiving 
the higher number of votes 
would get the longer terms. 
But, in Uie borough seats, a 
lottery was held, giving Bay- 
side, Virginia Beach, Princess 
Anne and Lynnhaven the longer 
terms. 

Much sratiment against ttils, 
official and private, brou^ 
about a change which was 
adopted Monday, giving tiie four 
hl^iest borou0i vote-getters 
the four-year terms also. 

In addition the resolution calls 
for (toubUng ttie pay of Council- 
men and ttie Mayor. The new 
m<mtiay salary of Councilmen 
WlU 1>e $400, and ttie Mayor's 
willbe$SO0. m 

Action Is e^RsIed to be re- 
quested on tte matters early 
In tiie legislative session \ry 
Virginia Beach representatives, 
and enacted immediately, ef- 
fecting die diarter changes. 



In moving through a long 
docket Monday City CouncU ap- 
peared to have ttie Christmas 
splrtt. The ttems moved quick- 
ly and witii lltUe controversy. 
The meeting was over In almost 
record time. 

One of tiie more Important 
items set ttie boundaries of

City Attorney Harry MarshaU 
said the new boundaries wiU 
be posted at ttie old polling 
places and In other iMibllc areas 
of the city so that voters will 
be aware of the changes. It 
was pointed out that U would 
be Impossible to Inform each 
voter In time for the next elec- 
tion of a precinct change, but 
tiie news media was asked to 
publicize the changes and lo- 
cations of new boundary raafe 
as they are put up. 

Cowicll also s^pproprlated 
$77 100 on a loan basis for 
imp'rovements to Uie city's new 
industrial property at Little 
Creek. The Industrial Develop- 
ment Auttiorlty wUl pay another 
$50,000, and tiie loan wlU be 
repaid as tiie property Is sold.

A full $600 income tax ex- 
emption may be claimed for a 
baby born any time during 1969 
as long as certain tests are 
met, James P. Boyle, District 
Director of Internal Revenue for 
Virginia, said today.

The 
suit contends that Bunch, who 
also died of injuries received 
when the car went out of control 
and overturned, operated the 
auto in a negligent, careless and 
reckless manner.

According to of- 
ficials officer H. T. Pad rick 
while patrolling the Beach Bor- 
ough observed the youthful driv- 
er and requested he pull into 
the Rogue's Gallery parking lot 
to inspect his operators permit. 
When the juvenile said he had 
left his wallet at home Padrick 
requested the boy accompany 
him to the precinct head- 
quarters.

Sentenced in Shooting 

Charles T. Chandler, 23, oi 
Birctaeck Road, has been given 
a 2-1/2 years prison sentence 
following his conviction of vol- 
untary manslaughter in the fatal 
shooting of Ernest J. Buttercup 
Miles. Chandler had been char- 
ged with murder in the fatal 
shooting of Miles during an 
argument between the two men 
July 5, 1968 near the Blue 
Diamond Restaurant. Circuit 
Court Judge Robert S. Wahab, 
Jr., permitted Chandler to re- 
main free on l)ond pending the 
oOtcome of an appeal of his 
conviction to the Virginia Sup- 
reme Court Ai^eals.

Layton told the Council that 
he had heard Cromwell, with 
F . Donald Reid, had a financial 
interest in the adjacent prop- 
erty. 

Cromwell stated that he did 
not and never had had an in- 
terest in the property. He ad- 
vised Layton, if he had any 
proof to the effect, to present 
it to the Council. 

On Dec. 1 Cromwell told an 
informal session of the Council 
that he had asked Evans to 



investigate the charges, report 
to tbe Council and make his 
report public. 

On the same day he called 
for the investigation, Ciomwell 
appeared before the BBPA and 
the minutes of the meeting show 
that president and Layton ^;>ol- 
ogized to Cromwell.

Ninety - eight projects cov- 
ering 205 miles and expected 
to cost about $85.5 million are 
scheduled tentatively for bid 
advertisement during the first 
six months of 1970, the State 
Department of Highways said 
Saturday. 

The listing includes the fol- 
lowing breakdown by highway 
systems: 

The completion of the bridge- 
tunnel is being set for late 
1974 to coincide with the re- 
tirement of revenue bonds and 
the end of tolls. The first bridge- 
tunnel was opened to traffic 
in 1957. 

The new project is being 
built with federal interstate and 
state matching funds which will 
have been collected from high- 
way users before construction 
is completed. 

Interstate --16 projects est- 
imated at $27,558,500. 
• Arjterial -- 10 projects, 
$23.^30.000. 



Regular Primary -- IB pro- 
jects, $11,179,500, 

Urban — 9 projects, $14,- 
194,900. 

Secondary — 45 projects, 
$9,214,825, ^ 

The possible start of con- 
struction on a parallel tunnel 
under Hampton Roads to carry 
eastbound traffic of Interstate 
64 into Norfolk is the only 
"new" project among the 16 
interstate jobs scheduled. The 
other interstate work will be 
on sections now under con- 
struction or open to traffic and 
and win include 36 miles of 
paving, six bridges, signing, 
landscape work and rest area 
buildings. 

First work on the tunnel would 
provide construction of two 
islands that will become the 
entrance and exit for the under- 
water tube and will provide 
space for the ventilation and 
service buildings.

Never sign a blank return;

Avoid the advisor who "guar- 
antees" refunds, wants a per-

Be on your guard if it is 
suggested that your refund check 
be mailed to the advisor.

Hurd's to 
Be Rebuilt 

Hurd's Seafood Restaurant 
was granted permission to re- 
build by the Board of Zoning 
Appeals. 

The restaurant was ruined 
by fire Nov. 11, but the build- 
ing inspector's office originally 
denied permission to rebuild 
based on the estimation that 
more than 50% of the struct- 
ure had been destroyed.

When the inspector's ruling 
was questioned by Hurd's own- 
ers, John E. Gibbs, superinten- 
dent of inspections, requested 
a survey by the Virginia Beach 
architectural firmofMcCorkle, 
Northern & Associates,-

that a maximum of 40% of the 
structure had bee dest'ro^fefl. 
Three additional building 
estimations presented by lawy- 
er Thomas Broyles for the Hurd 
family backed up the firm's 
findings.

Road Funds 
Allocated 

Allocations totalling $37 5,000 
have been earmarked by the 
State Highway Commission for 
improvements to the Virginia 
Beach - Norfolk Expressway. 

Recommended improvements 
include the construction of two 
additional Expressway ramps at 
Rosemont Road, the widening 
of the Expressway west of la- 
dependence Blvd., as well as the 
widening of the westbound ramp 
at Independence Blvd. and the 
widening of the main toll plaza 
barrier. 

The recommendations were 
contained in report released 
recently by the a consulting 
firm in New York which in- 
dicated the increase in traffic 
on the Expressway which has 
surpassed initial expectations 
will make the improvements 
necessary in the very near 
future.

Too often in the scurrying

The Scars of 1969 



The year of the upset, 1969, is on the wane. 
The year that A. Linwood Helton, Republican 
broke the long" chain (jfcDemocratic governors 
and slipped into the statehouse quite handily 
is almost gone, but not forgotten. 

From the earliest days of January there 
were already three announced candidates for 
governor in the Democratic ranks. They rang- 
ed from the liberal to the conservative, with a 
stopover at moderate, if one has to five them 
labels. 

It was only too apparent from the very be^ 
ginnings of the year that an air of change pvi- 
vailed. How much that change would be, could 
not yet be known. That was to come a few 
months later. 

Henry Howell, Fred Pollard and Bill Bat- 
tle squared off early, each trying to line up 
support and pick up old campaign debts. The 
first few months of the year dragged by 
politically, while manuevering began and flour<| 
ished. As spring wore on, the long awaiteS 
and fully expected calm entry of Holton into 
the race brought some like into a bickering 
campaign. But his entry also brought a note 
of foreboding. 

Even hard-line Democrats were showing 
signs of defecting and others were warning 
•what might happen if the intra-party squabbles 
could not produce a concensus. All kinds of 
tries were made at coalitions and at finding 
the candidates before the filing deadline. No 
one was successful. No one came forward. 
The Democrats were doomed to find a sacri- 
ficial lamb. 

And before the first primary was over in 
mid-July the blood of that lamb was spread 
across Virginia. Never before in the history 
of the Democratic Party was there an election 
so deadly. 

The major issues was not decided even then. 
Who was to be the j»rty candidate? That was 
to be decided after more battle scars in an 
August runoff primary, between liberal How- 
ell and moderate Battle. 

Pollard was miserably eliminated, a d^- 
sive defeat to the old line Organization. Many 
of those who had supported Pollard, embitter- 
ed by his defeat, turned to Howell, in a "Bei^ 
Battle" bit. They were not successful, but 
Howell came close. And the terribly battle- 
scarred Battle emerged as the party champion 
in a suit of tarnished armor.

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ocratic party back together between August 
and November was mammoth, but as good 
Democrats always do, they tried. And they 
almost succeeded. By the time of the election 
Battle was rapidly closing the gap and was 
closing the ranks of the party, but like Hubert 
Humphrey the year before, the awakening of 
the Democrats to the possiblitity of a Rep- 
ublican win came too late. 

Holton's victory was decisive. There was no 
question about the people's choice. But the 
victory was also a rather shallow one. Holton 
had elected with him a Democratic It. gover- 
nor and attorney general, as well as a pre- 
dominantly Democratic General Assembly. 
His task in the next years will definitely be 
a formidable one. 

The Holton victory in Virginia Beach was 
also shallow. The two GOP standard bearers 
for election to the House of Delegates were 
beaten soundly. The Republican Party in Vir- 
ginia Beach, and across Virginia for that 
matter, holds no great allusions after a 
statewide win. They recognize the collect- 
ion of unusual circumstances that made the 
win possible by Holton. But they have al- 
ready made moves to capitalize on that win, 
no matter what. 

Meanwhile the Democratic party statewide 
is looking for a new l^der, a giant of a mui, 
who can pull the party back together for 
the future. He has been searched for dili- 
gently for some time, but so far be has not 
come forward. 

Like Holton's, his job will l>e :i formid- 
able one. He must take a shattered party, 
divided into seemingly unalterable factiims 
and pall it together i-.iro f^e strong party 
the Democrats once knew. Democrats, renl 
ones, that is, feel he can oe louna, ana tnat 
he can perform this miracle in a relatively 
short time. 

Only time will tell, but to Democrats and 
RepubUcans aUke, 1969 will be a year to be 
long remembered in the annals of poUtics.

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For som'e reason, bigness fascinates most people. Who was 
firstest, with the mostest and became the biggest is always of 
interest. 

The tallest man on record was Robert Wadlow, who measured 
8 feet U.l inches and weighed in at 439 pounds when he died 
in Michigan in 1940. The largest amount of alimony ever paid 
was a whopping $11,550,000 settlement. Paul Anderson of 
Toccoa, Ga., raised the most weight ever lifted by a human - 
three tons. Henry Ford at his business peak earned about 
$70,000,000 a year but it was Alphonse Capone (better known 
as "Al" Capone) who in 1927 recorded the highest annual 
gross income - $107,000,000 - by a United States private 
citizen. That is a lot of money - even today! 

Big business also has some interesting records. Take the 
giant among giants - General Motors. Its sales in 1968 amoun- 
ted to $22.8 BULLION dollars. That figure was larger than the 
gross national product of all but about 15 of the nations in the 
world. G. M . accounts for almost 1 out of every 50 manufac- 
turing jobs in the U. S. A. and it pays $1 out of every $12 paid 
in dividends by manufacturers. That is BIG! 

If that is not big enough for you, consider the record of the 
companies listed on the New York stock exchange. The Big 
Board lists only about 1,300 of the 1,300,000 corporations do- 
ing business in the country BUT they account for 90% of our 
steel output, 93% of our copper production and 95% of alumin- 
um, nearly all the automobiles, airlines and locomotives, 86% 
ol our electric power, 91% of the telephones, 95% of the passen- 
ger air travel and 97% of the rail freight. 

Still not impressed? Well, about one-third of all manufac- 
turing in ttie U. S. A. is carried on in industries where the 
four top companies account for over 50% of the total produc- 
tion. In some industries the market concentration is even 
hii^er. As an example, the top four firms in the following in- 
dustries have the market sewed up: Locomotive - 98%, flat 
glass - 96%, telephone equipment 94%, cl^r^ts - 81%, motor 
vehicles - 79%, and steel Ingots - 70%. 

B^ess in business has reached a point where today, just 
over 500 corporations coi^ol nearly 75% of all manufacturing 
assets. The top 100 alone coi^ol half the total assets. Con- 
centration of total profits is even greater. Last year the 79 
largest manufacturers received hall of the manufacturing pro- 
fits Mrned in tills country.

A significant effect of the big getting bigger is to reduce 
the number of medium sized companies that either are or 
could be rivals of the top 200 companies in the country. 

In government and industry today controversy seems growing 
over whether this increasing bigness is good or bad for the 
country. Some doubt exists as to whether it is stoppable or 
inevitable under our system of government and economy. 
Some evidence seems to exist to the effect that companies 
with a large share of a particular market, big ones like G. M. 
and IBM are generally more efficient than others in the 
same' field. A strong case could be made that if the super big 
companies were broken up the total market would be less 
efficient and result in higher prices and less service for the 

^"if'^the big keep getting bigger, one of these days the top 
five or six might merge into one really "BIG" company with 
more employees and much more assets than the federal gov- 
ernment. Then Big Brother wouldn't be the biggest thing around. 

Say wouldn't it be something if such a big company would 
consider merging with Uncle Sam? It might not be a bad idea. 
It just might be the only way to put the big business of govern- ^ 
ing on a sound financial basis. 

If a business group ever got down to the brass tacks of 
merging Big Brother, and all his little helpers, into an efficient 
operation it would be utter confusion and mass nervous break- 
downs.

Tbe long distance telephone 
network will be tbe busiest 
one ever this Christmas ac- 
cording to L. F. Patrick, lo- 
cal manager of the Chesapeake 
and Potomac Telephone Com- 
puiy of Virginia. 

About 725,000 calls to dis- 
tant cities are expected to be 
placed by customers on Dec- 
ember 25 from Virginia. This 
is about one and one-half times 
as many calls as are placed 
on a normal day. However, be- 
cause of the heavy calling from 
all over the nation on the 
holiday, all long distance facil- 
ities will be working at capa- 
city and may cause delays In 
completing some calls. 

In order to assure getting 
your Christmas calls through, 
the C&P manager offered the 
following suggestions- 
Call early in the morning or 
between 1 p.m. and 5 p.m. on 
Christmas Day. 

Take advantage of the low 
ev|ning rates prior to the holi- 
day. 

Better still, low weekend 
rates are In affect before and 
after Christmas, Friday night 
through Monday morning. 

Whenever possible, dial calls 
direct through the Direct Dis- 
tance Dialing Network. 

Get distant city phone num- 
bers In advance. 

For years, Christmas Day 
has been the busiest calling 
day for the telephone company, 
but In recent years Mother's 
Day has been making Inroads 
for just as busy a day for the 
phone people. 

More than 2,100 C4P oper- 
ators and hundreds of technical 
people will be on duty for C&P 



on Christmas to assist and as- 
sure the steady flow of calls 
over the long distance network. 

Patrick advised customers 
to plan ahead If they wish to 
talk to relatives or friends 
stationed in Vietnam during the 
holiday season. 

It is generally easier for 
servicemen to call home than 
for the family to try to reach 
them in Vietnam. Locating 
servicemen Is the main pro- 
blem, plus curfews and re- 
strictions In Saigon. 

Last year, some 42,000 calls 
were completed between the 
United States and Vietnam. 
Most of these originated in 
Vietnam. 

Until 1967, calls to the U.S. 
from servicemen could only 
be placed from Saigon. Now 
they can be placed from hos- 
pitals and bases In six other 
areas in South Vietnam. How- 
ever, calls from the U.S. still 
can only be placed to telephones 
in Saigon. 

Speed in handling calls to 
Vietnam depends on the volume 
of calls pending at the time 
and the availability of the ser- 
vicemen in Vietnam. Calls be- 
tween the two countries aver- 
age about 350 a day, but they 
are expected to increase during 
the holiday season.

The 
column answers questions mo^ 
frequently asked by taxpayers. 

Question: What is the sur — 
tax rate on 1969 Income? 

Answer: The incoipe taxsur- 
oharge is 10 percent for 1969, 
The surcharge was originally 
scheduled to expire June 30, 
1969, but was extended by Con- 
gress to cover all of 1969. 

Question: Several in our fam- 
ily chip in to support our father, 
but no one of us contributes 
more than half. Can any of us 
claim him as a dependent? 

Answer: If your combined 
contributions total over half 
of your father's support, then 
any one of you, but only one, 
who individually contributes 
more than 10 percent may be 
entitled to claim the depend- 
ency exemption under a mul- 
tiple support agreement. 

Each of the others, who con- 
tributes more than 10 percent, 
must file a written statement 
that he will not claim the ex- 
emption this year. Form 2120 
may be obtained from your 
local IRS office for this pur- 
pose . These signed statements 
must be filed with the tax return 
on the one who claims the ex- 
emption. 

Question: If stock is received 
as a dividend is it taxable? 
Answer: In general, a stock 
dividend paid in the same calss 
of stock is not taxable. However, 
if there was an option to take 
cash or other property in place 
of such stock, the fair market 
value of the stock received 
should be reported for income 
purposes.

The Anthurium or Flamingo 
Flower is an ideal house plant. 
If you are not already familiar 
with this plant, you should get 
some to add new Interest to 
your indoor gardening activit- 
ies, 

Anthuriums produce bright 
red leaf-like flowets, which are 
actually gaudy bracts or 
spathes. They have a fleshy, 
finger like inflorescence or 
spadix, projecting from the 
base of the bract. The entire 
flower is like an expanded flat 
Jack-in-the-pulpit. 

All anthuriums are members 
of the aroid family which in- 
cludes wilamriinSTcITelfenbachia 
and philodendrons. They usually 
have dark green, tough, leathery 
leaves. 

One important reason why 
anthuriums are fine as house 
plants is that they grow well 
under the warm condiitions of 
the average home. Place them in 
a window which receives the 
morning sun, but provide light 
shade to avoid excess heat in 
the afternoon. 

One of the best anthuriums 
for use as a house plant is 
Anthurium Scherzerianum. 
This is commonly called the 
Flamingo Flower. The plants 
grow to a height of about 15 
inches. They grow from a ros- 
ette of leaves and will produce 
flowers during most of the 
year, even in the less than 
ideal light conditions of the 
average home. 

Another fine specimen is An- 
thurium Andraeanum. The 
spathes of this specie are red, 
pir,"., or white. The spadix may 
be pink, yellow, or white. Under 
good conditions the plant will 
send up a flower with each new 
leaf, and thus will be in bloom 
most of the time. 

The flowers of the anthurium 
are long-lasting on the plant, 
or as cut flowers. They are use- 
ful in arrangements, or for 
making corsages. , 



Anthuriums may be grown 
:rom seed, or propagated by 
suckers, or cutting up the en- 
tire plant into divisions. If the 
divisions and roots are quite 
small, new growth may be stim- 
ulated by potting in vermiculite 
or sphapum moss, and holding 
at fairly high temperatures of 
about 75 degrees. 



As the plant grows from the 
crown, it will gradually raise 
out of the pot. To maintain 
vigorous growth, cover any new 
and exposed roots with sphagn- 
um, and keep moist. When they 
become quite numerous and ex- 
posed the plant should be re- 
potted. Prune off the bottom 
central root and set the plant 



low in tlie pot. Cover all new 
roots to the bottom leaf. 

Anthflriums grow best in a 
which has a high organic matter 
content. They also prefer a 
fairly humid atmosphere. This 
may be provided by setting the 
pots on crushed stones in a 
shallow pan of water.

Toys Can Be Deadly 



Even the most innocent- ap- 
peirlng toys may contain cer- 
S^ buUt-ln booby trt^ and can 
tarn Christmas cheer and 
luijpplness into tragedy among 
children, the American Nat- 
ional Red Cross warned today. 

In urging parents to make 
Christmas toy selection with 
extreme care, Paul Jackson, 
director Tidewater Chapter, 
Red Cross Safety Program, em- 
phasized that toys should be 
oriented to the age and capabil- 
ities of the child, not the fancy 
of the buyer— the parent. 

Jackson pointed out that some 
toys on the market can slash, 
puncture, burn choke, maim 
and even kill. A cuddly teddy 
bear may have eye prongs that 
when removed convert into 
miniature bayonets; cap pistols 
have exploded blinding kinder- 
garten cowboys and small darts 
have had to be removed from 
youngsters' lungs when inhaled 
rather than blown through a 
blow-gun device. 

"It's no feat for a baby to 
eventually pull a part off a toy 
and put it in his mouth," said 
the Red Cross offical. 
"Chances are if he swallows 
it, it will pass harmlessly into 
his digestive tract, but it could 
lodge in his windpipe or lungs, 
causing injury or death by 
asphyxiation. So, choose a toy 
with features painted with non- 
toxic paint or with decorations 
crimped on by machine. These 
are fastened so tightly they are 
nearly impossible to tear off. 
Also avoid rattles which may 



crack into Jagged pieces and 
cut a baby," A good rule is 
don't give a toy— or a toy with 
parts— smaller than your 
child's fist. 

The safety director added that 
parents should check the items' 
construction necessary to keep 
small parts such as wheels, 
bells, knobs, et. in place. Good 
construction is essential since 
toys get plenty of rough use. 
The moving parts of mechanical 
toys— cog wheels, gears and 
chains— can pinch a child's fin- 
gers unless well covered and 
sharp metal corners or edges 
can idso cause an injury. 

Statistics reveal that 17 mil- 
lion children were injured last 
year and 15,000 died from ac- 
cidents. A high percentage of the 
accidents resulted from faulty 
play equipment. However, the 
National Safety Council reports 
that misuse appears to be the 
greatest accident creating pro- 
blems where toys are concern- 
ed. 

Jackson concluded, "A need 
for more adult guidance is evi- 
dent so check labels and in- 
formation received with the toy, 
keeping in mind your child's 
age and capabilities."
